New  Goods  Rates. 

The  Rates  Advisory  Committed  of  the  Ministry  of 
Transport  has  just  presented  what  is  understood  to  be 
the  fir.st  of  a  series  of  three  reports  on  the  qilestion  of 
the  permanent  revision  o|  the  railway  rates  of  the  country. 
The  main  principles  governing  the  fixing  of  rates  for 
the  carriage  of  merchandise  are  :  The  charges  must  noi 
be  less  than  the  cost  to  the  railway  companies  of  the 
required  services,  and  they  must  in  no  case  be  more 
than  the  value  of  the  services  to  the  traders.  The 
Committee  considers  that  the  present  general  scheme  of 
railway  rates  give  satisfaction  and  should  be  continued. 
The  principle  of  fixing  maximum  scales  and  allowing 
railway  companies  to  fix  actual  rates  within  those  scales 
.'-hould  be  abandoned,  and  the  actual  standard  rates  and 
tolls  fixed  by  an  independent  .tribunal.  The  Committee 
also  recommends  a  permanent  tribunal,  and  suggests  one 
which  it  considered  would  be  suitable.  Classification, 
it  is  also  suggested,  .should  be  increased,  and  account 
taken  of  the  quantity  of  goods  constituting  a  consignment. 
The  report  is  said  to  be  rmanimous. 

Chemical  Works  Hegulations. 

Draft  regulations  to  supersede  those  issued  in  1908  and 
1913,  appliwible  to  certain  chemical  industries,  are  pub- 
lished by  the  Home  Office.  These  are  made  in  accordance 
with  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  and  are  to 
apply  to  chemical  works  defined  in  the  schedule,  viz.  :

At  Reading,  on  December  22.  ]Mr.  Percival  Lyndon 
Worton,  chemist  and  druggist,  10  Bridge  Street.  Caver- 
sliam,  was  summoned  for  supplying  cocaine  to  an  unautho- 
rised person  without  retaining  the  prescription  on  the 
lU'emises  and  without  entering  in  a  book  specially  set  apart 
for  the  sole  purpo.se  the  ingredients  of  such  prescription 
and  the  Jiame  and  address  of  the  lierson  to  whom  it  was 
sold  or  delivered,  in  .  contravention  of  Regulation  40b  of 
the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act,  1914.  Mr.  E.  T.  Hatt,  who 
appeared  for  the  defendant.,  admitted  the  offence.  An 
inspector  said  that  he  ciUed  at  the  defendant's  shop  and 
asked  to  see  his  records  regarding  the  sale  and  supply 
ijf  cocaine.  The  defendant  willingly  produced  his  prescrip- 
tion-book, and  witness  found  a  prescription  containing 
cocaine  from  Dr.  Leslie  l'!)well.  Record  of  that  sale  or 
supply  of  cocaine  could  not  be  found.  By  Mr.  Hatt  :  He 
did  hot  suggest  there  was  any  improper  use  of  cocaine  on 
the  premises,  but  it  was  merely  a  failure  to  keep  the  regu- 
lations. He  did  not  doubt  that  Dr.  Powell  gave  the 
patient  the  prescription.  The  cliairman  of  the  Bench, 
after  pointing  out, that  Mr.  Wortnn  was  liable  to  a  very 
hea;vy  penalty,  imposed  a  fine  of  5/.,  with  21.  2s.  costs.

A  Board  of  Health  Inquiry. 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  as  a  pharmaceutical  member  of 
a  special  Sub-Committee  (of  which  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher  Ls 
convener)  of  the  Consultative  Council  on  Medical  and 
Allied  Services,  has  been  asked  to  prepare  a  memorandum 
in  connection  with  the  following  remit : 

(1)  Whether  there  is  adequate  protection  of  ,tho  public 
against  .the  use  of  impure  food  (other  than  milk  and  meat) 
or  impure  drugs,  or  of  articles  of  food  which  would  bo 
injurious  or  dangerous  to  health.  , 

(2)  If  not,  in  what  direction  the  administration  of  the 
present  Acts  could  be  improved  to,  secure  this  end. 

(3)  What  further  arrangements  of  a  preventative  charac- 
ter it  is  desirable  to  make  for  the  better  protection  of 
the  public. 

Mr.  Hill  will .  deal  more  particularly  with  drugs,  in- 
cluding nutrient  medicaments  such  as  cod-liver  oil  emul- 
sion, malt  and  oil  and  malt  extract,  and  invalid  foods,, 
and  will  be  glad  if  pharmacists  will  help  with  experiences 
or  suggestions  in  connection  with  these  matters.  The- 
chief  points  are  as  follows  : 

(1)  Are  you  satisfied  willi  matters  as  they  stand? 

(2)  Where  coulrl  iiurn  n\ cihchIs  lie  made? 

(3)  What  form  of  pidcci'liuc  wudd  you  suggest  fpr  the 
,  better  protection  of  the  public,  and  for  the  due'  protection 

of  the  pharmacist? 

(4)  What  standards  should  be  fixed  for  drugs,  and  how 
would  these  be  best  fixed?  Name  any  special  drugs  you 
think  should  be  standardised. 

(5)  Should  the  percentage  of  oil  or  active  ingredients, 
for  example,  be  stated,  and  the  food-value  indicated  in  the 
case  of  invalid  foods  ?

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French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Professor  Trabut.  to  -whom  the  American.  Genetic 
'Association  has  awarded  the  Frank  N.  Meyer  medal,  is. 
attached  to  the  botanical  services  of  the  Government 
of  Algeria.  Over  twenty-five  years  ago.  he  founded,  at 
Rouiba,  the  first  garden  of  experimental  botany,  and 
is  a  pioneer  in  the  science  of  applied  botany.  He  has 
introduced  anainy  plants  in'  the  colony,  and  has  also 
cultivated  and  improved  indigenotis  wild  species. 

Professor  Bourquelot,  of  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Phar- 
macy, recently  read  tcKthe  Academy  of  Medicine  a  re- 
view of  his  twenty  years'  study  of  glueosides  in  plants. 
He  has  discovered  (by  his  biochemical  method  in  his 
own  laboratory)  fifteen  liew  glueosides,  all  liievogyrate, 
which  may  be  hydrolysed  by  emulsine.  ^Many  of  these 
glueosides  are  found  in  plants  of  widely  different  botani- 
cal species.  Glueosides  have  thus  been  discovered  and 
isolated  in  fifty-six  species  of  plants.  Of  281  phanero- 
gams examined  in  his  laboratory  205  have  been  found 
to  contain  glueosides.  There  are,  therefore,  still  149 
of  which  the  glueosides  have  to  be  isolated. 

Centenary  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine. — Among 
those  present  at  the  centenary, meeting  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine  were  the  President  of  the  Pepublic,  the  Minister 
of  Hygiene,  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  etc.  The 
foreign  delegates  represented  Bolivia,  Belgium,  Colombia, 
Denmark,  Great  Britain  (Messrs.  Moon  and  Smith), 
Greece,  Italy,  Poland,  Roumania,  Switzerland.  Spain,  and 
Sweden.  M.  Honnorat,  INIinister  of  Public  Instruction, 
made  tlie  principal  speech,  pointing  out  that  the  progress 
of  hygiene  is  closely  allied  Vv'ith  that  of  national  education. 
A  medal  struck  in  commemoration  of  the  event  was  handed 
to  the  official  personages  previous  to  their  departure. 
M.  Autrand.  Prefect  of  the  Seine,  joined  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Paris  Municipal  Council  in  receiving  .a,nd  wel- 
coming the  Academy  of  jNIedicine  and  the  foreign  dele- 
gates at  the  Hotel  de  Ville.  ■  He  aptly  reminded  his  guests 
that  Jean  Baptiste  Dumas,  memljer  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine,  was  for  twelve  years  President  of  the  Paris 
Municipal  Council. 

The  Academy  of  Sciences  met  recently  to  elect  a  member 
in  the  place  of  the  late  M.  Adolphe  Carnot  (brother  of 
an  ex-President  of  the  Republic).  The  successful  candi- 
date was  M.  J.  L.  Breton,  Minister  of  Hygiene.  He  is 
forty-eight  years  of  age,  and  began  his  career  as  pre- 
parator  to  Schutzenberger  at  the  College  of  France.  He 
.sits  as  Deputy  of  the  Cher  since  1898.  During  the  war  he 
was  Under-Secretary  of  Inventions.  M.  Laveran  reported 
that  M.  Ch.  NicoUe  (direetor  of  the  Tunis  Pasteur  Insti- 
tute) and  M.  Conseil  had  succeeded  in  inoculating  natives 
against  the  Maltese  or  Mediterranean  fever.  The  cultiu'e 
used  was  the  Micrococcus  melitensis,  and  the  immunity  it 
confers  had  been  experimentally  verified.  M.  Maqueime 
explained  the  researches  of  MM.  Nemec  and  Kas  (Prague) 
■on  the  maturing  of  cheese.  Cheeses  are  ripened  by  "  peni- 
cellia.''  The  Penicdlium  roqueJortique  increases  by  one- 
third  when  in  contact  with  iselenates.  A  stronger  dose  of 
selenium  is  toxic.  Hitherto  selenium  has  not  been  found  as 
a  constituent  of  vegetable  life.  A  note  by  M.  Gabal  on  the 
diffusion  of  light  by  argon  was  read.  The  study  of  this 
diffusion  enabled  him  to  count  the  number  of  molecules 
of  argon.  It  would  seem  from  his  experiments  that  these 
molecules  have  a  spherical  form. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — A  discussion  on  the 
'■  alcoholature  "  of  aconite  leaves  was  the  principal  feature 
of  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Phar- 
macy. M.  Richaud  had  found  in  a  number  of  these 
preparations  that  the  proportion  of  aconitine  varied  so 
considerably  that  he  advised  the  omission  of  this  medica- 
ment from  the  next  editiomi  of  the  Codex.  M.  H.  Martin 
remarked  that  the  omission  would  have  little  real  effect, 
for  all  medicaments  in  the  older  editions  of  the  Codex 
remain  officinal.  Doctors  frequently  prescribe  a  prepara- 
tion containing  a  small  dose  of  aconite,  and  he  thought 
this  article  of  the  Codex  could  be  retained.     M.  Meillere 


said  that  M.  Duquesnel  had  stated  some  time  ago  that 
the  tincture  of  aconite  root  was  thei  only  uniform  prepara- 
tion. M.  Goris  said  that  the  "alcoholature"  was  some- 
times just  as  active  as  ,the  tincture,  and  that  the 
proportion  of  aconitine  in  one  tincture  was  sbmetimes 
double  the  strength  of  another,  il.  Bourquelot  supported 
M.  Richaud's  proposition.  He  reminded  his  hearers  of 
a  fatal  accident  caused  by  confusion  between  the  "  alco- 
holature "  and  the  tincture.  Some  progress  in  this  direc- 
tion ha>d  been  made  in  1908,  for  out  of  the  four 
preparations  of  aconite  in  the  1884  Codex  only- two  had 
been  retained. 


Centenary  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine. 

The  Acadony  of  Medicine  was  founded  by  Royal  decree 
on  December  20,  1820,  "to  respond  to  the  demands  of 
the  Government  in  everything  concerning  public  hygiene, 
and  more  especially  epidemics,  etc.,  the  examination  of 
new  remedies,  secret  remedies,  and  natural  and  artificial 
mineral  waters."  It  was  also  destined  to  "  continue  the 
work  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  and  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Surgery.  There  were  originally  three 
sections  :  Medicine  (forty-five  titulary  members  and  thirty 
honorary).  Surgery  (twenty-five  titulary,  twenty 
honorary),  and  Pharmacy  (fifteen  titulary,  ten  honorary)  ; 
besides  various  associates  ("free."  "ordinary,"  and 
"foreign")  and  "  adjoints."  Although  the  new  body 
was  ultimately  destined  to  be  self-elective,  the  first  nomi- 
nations were  made  by  the  King.  Louis  XVIII.  named, 
for  the  Pharmacy  iSection,  Vauquelin,  director  of  the 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy;  Lougier,  assistant  director: 
Professors  Deyeux  and  Robiquet,  and  Assistant  Professors 
Pelletier  and  Henry.  Besides  these  school  officials,  he 
appointed  the  Royal  Head  Pharmacist,  Fabre,  and  two 
Parisian  pharmacists,  Boullay  and  Blanche.  All  these 
were  "titularies."  The  "honorary"  pharmaceutical 
members  were  Professor  Bouilloii-Lagrange  and  Assistant 
Professor  Bouriat,  Cheradame  (treasurer  of  the  school), 
and  three  retired  pharmacists,  Cadet  de  Vaux,  Charlard, 
and  Boudet  (the  "uncle").  Within  the  following  year 
these  elected  six  new  titulary  members  :  Caventou  (who 
had  just  distinguished  himself  by  his  discovery  of 
quinine).  Clarion  (ex-pharmacist  to  the  Emperor 
Napoleon  I.),  Boudet  (the  nephew).  Cadet,  Laubert  (head 
pharmacist  of  the  Army),  and  Derosne.  The  "adjoints" 
included  such  names  as  Bertholet.  Chaptal,  Cuvier,  Gay 
Lussac,  Geoffroy  de  St.  'Hilaire,  Lacepede,  and  Thenard. 
Considerable  alteration  has  been  made.  The  three 
sections  have  been  increased  to  eleven,  Pharmacy  being 
now  the  eleventh.  The  distinction  between  houoraryand 
titulary  members  was  abolished  and  various  other  changes 
made,  but  the  rfison  lV ctre  of  the  Academy  is  very  like 
v/hat  it  was  a  hundred  years  ago.  Much  might  be  written 
as  to  the  interesting  personalities  of  the  members  of  the 
Academy  of  Medicine  of  1820.  Clarion,  for  instance, 
was  an  ex-private  of  Bonaparte's  famous  "Army  of 
Italy"  before  he  entered  Deyeux's  laboratory.  He  was 
in  charge  of  the  Imperial  Pharmacy  at  St.  Cloud  when 
Wellington  and  Bliicher  marched  on  Paris  after  Waterloo. 
The  grim  old  Prussian  Marshal  proposed  to  carry  off  the 
contents  of  the  pharmacy  for  his  ambulances,  but,,  thanks 
to  Clarion's  energetic  attitude,  he  was  induced  to  abandon 
his  intention,  and  the  French  Government  retained  posses- 
sion of  150,000fr.  worth  of  medical  stores.  As  soon  .as 
the  Bourbons  were  restored,  the  old  soldier  of  the  Empire 
promptly  offered  to  resign  the  post  where  he  had  served 
so  well,  but  Louis  XVIII.  sent  a  high  official  to  beg 
him  to  retain  it.  When  Cieneral  Bonaparte  decided  to 
study  chemistry,  Bouillon-Legrange  was  recommended  by 
Berthelot  to  give  the  necessary  demonstrations,  and  Napo- 
leon and  Josephine  both  keenly  appreciated  the  young 
professor's  skill.  The  Pharmacie  Vigier,  well  known  to 
all  Parisians,  was  once  Bourriat's  officinc,  ajld  the  name 
of  Charlard  may  still  be  seen  on  a  chemist's  frontage  on 
the  Boulevards.  Robiquet  was,  like  Clarion,  an  old 
soldier  of  the  Army  of  Italy.  He  had  studied  physical 
•  science  under  Volta  and  anatomy  with  Scarpa  in  those,  his 
■younger,  days,  and  so  one  might  continue  did  not  space 
forbid  further  gossip  on  this  subject.

Natal. 

DuHBAN  News. — Owing  to  a  recurrence  of  infltienza  in 
Durban  pharmacists  are  kept  very  busy.  Tl;e  Chemists' 
Assist-ants'  Association,  which  was  formed  two  months 
ago  with  a  membership  of  thirty,  now  numbers  fifty-four. 
Employers  are  to  meet  the  assistants'  committee  with  a 
view  to  reaching  an  amicable  arrangement  regarding 
salaries.  The  suggested  scale  {C.  d-  IJ..  December  18, 
)3.  54)  has  been  submitted  to  Durban  employers  and  they 
decided  on  27/.  10s.  per  month  as  the  minimum  salary 
for  a  qualified  chemist's  assistant. 

Personal. — jMr.  Hessey  Allanson,-  of  ilaritzburg,  one 
of  the  Government  nominees  on  the  Natal  Pharmacy 
Board,  has  resigned  his  seat.  Mr.  Allanson  has  relin- 
quished business  and  sold  his  two  pharmacies — the  City 
Drug  Store  and  the  Eailway  Pharmacy — to  Mr.  L.  R. 
Tibbitt.  of  Pretoria.  For  some  considerable  time  Mr. 
Allansou  has  been  in  indifferent  health,  and  intends  going 
to  England  shortly  to  consult  a  specialist. — Mr.  Fleming 
Johnston,  chemist,  who  has  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Durban  Town  Council  for  the  past  five  years,  has 
been  aj^pointed  Mayor.  Mr.  Johnston  is  the  first  phar- 
macist in  Durban  who  hag  been  elected  to  this  important 
position,  and  we  heartily  congratulctte  him  on  thus  receiv- 
ing the  esteem  of  his  fellow-councillors. 


Colonial  Pharmacy  Board. 

A  GENERAL  meeting  was  held  in  the  Board  Room,  Cape 
Town,  on  November  11.  There  were  present  :  ISh-.  A. 
Walsh  (chairman),  Messrs.  G.  R.  Cleghorn,  J.  Parry, 
G.  Darroll,  Dr.  W.  Darley  Hartley,  and  the  secretary.  A 
letter*  Avas  read  from  the  Coloninl  Medical  Council  stating 
that,  owing  to  the  inability  of  Dr.  Petersen  to  attend  the 
meeting.  Dr.  W.  Darley  Hartley  had  been  nominated  in 
his  place  for  this  meeting.  The  correspondence  with  the 
Secretary  for  Public  Health,  culminating  in  the  establish- 
ment of  reciprocal  relations  with  the  Transvaal  and  Natal 
Pharmacy  Boards,  T,vas  laid  on  the  table,  toget/her  Avith  a 
copy  of  the  Government  notice  gazetting  the  consequent 
amendment  of  Regulation  No.  31.  A  letter  was  read  from 
the  Secretary  for  Public  Health,  forwarding  a  copy  of  the 
Union  Medical  Dental  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  the 
Government  hope  to  introduce  into  Parliament  again  next 
session,  and  a.sking  for  any 'recommendations  or  remarks 
the  Board  desire  to  offer  on  the  Bill,  or  on  the  schedule 
of  alterations  'accompanying  it  which  have  been  suggested 
from  various  quarters.  After  due  consideration  it  ".;,s 
resolved  to  state  that  in  connection  with  the  Bill  itself 
the  Board  desires  to  make  no  comment  other  than  that  it 
is  noticed  that  a  clause  appears  tO'  have  been  added  to 
.Section  61,  in  line  50,  commenciirg  -with  the  word  "but" 
to  the  end  of  the  section,  which  does  not  seem  to  be  in 
accord  with  th©  wording  immediately  preceding  it.  The 
Bill  otherwise  appears  substantially  to  retain  the  form  in 
Avhich  it  passed  the  Senate  in  l'917.  In  regard  to  the 
schedule  of  proposed  alterations,  it  was  resolved  to  reply 
in  respect  of  those  suggestions,  with  v.-hich  the  Board  is 
not  in  accord,  as  follows  : 

On.  S<  rfioii  1  (3)  ;  The  principle  has  already  been  adoBted 
in  the  Bill  .as  passed  by  the  Senate  that  there  should  be 
no  medical  representative  on  the  Pharmacy  Board.  This 
Board  does  not  think  that  there  is  any  advantage  in  the 
Chief  Health  Officer  being  a  permanent  member  of  the 
Board,  but  would  appi'ove  of  the  system  of  an  inspector  as 
is  the  custom  in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.— T'/f?e  pa,ra.  8  of  Section  VII.  of  the  Society's 
by-law-^. 

On  Sirfion  J  (./)  :  The  Board  does  not  consider  that  there 
is  any  need  for  any  member  of  the  University  to  be  a 
memlier  of  the  Board. 

0)1  S'(ction  '2)1  ■  The  Board  considers  that  the  wording-  sug- 
gested  wonkl  be  sure  to  yield-  some  abuses,  and  sees  no 
reason  why  such  an  addition  should  be  made  in  the  Bill. 

On  Section  00  (1)  :  HoAvevor  neces.sary  this  provision  may 


be  in  respect  of  tlie  medical  profession^  it  is  not  considered 
that  such  a  necessity  exists  as'  regards  pharmacists,  and 
therefore  suggests  that  all  reference  to  the  Board  should  bo 
deleted. 

On  Section  71  (1)  [c)  :  Provision  should  be  made  to  pre- 
vent the  name  of  any  person  who  has  been  struck  o(T  the 
Register  for  misconduct  from  being  used  under  this  clause. 

On  Third  Schedule:  The  Board  agrees  that  in  the  defini- 
tion of  "  morphine  "  the  percentage  of  moii^hia  quoted 
should  be  0.2  (instead  of  0.5J  so  as  to  conform  with  the 
English  Act  of  1920. 

In  connection  with  the  remaining  suggestions  the  Board 
is  of  opinion  : 

,  (a)  'That  it  would  be  very  ipadvisable  to  insert  in  the  Bill 
any  chemical  formula;  whatever. 

{b)  Tliat  where  the  percentage  is  given  of  morphine  it 
sliould  be  stated  that  aidiyclrous  morphine  is  intended. 

(e)  That  paragraph  2  of  Section  8  of  the  English  Act  of 
1920  should  be  emlx)died  in  tlie  Bill,  as  it  would  very  much 
simplify  the  adding  of  anj'  new  drug  to  those  dealt  with 
in  its  provisions. 

In  regard  tO'  a  letter  from  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy 
Board,  conveying  a  copy  of  its  comments,  it  was  resolved 
to  furnish  that  Board  with  a  copy  of  the  reply  as  above 
decided  upon  to  the  Secretary  for  Public  Health.  In 
connection  with  the  proposed  University  classes  for 
pharmaceutical  students,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Board 
accept  the  verbal  invitation  of  the  professor  of  pharma- 
cology for  I'epresentatives  of  the  Board  to  meet  the 
University  professors  concerned  in  the  proposal,  and 
Messrs.  Parrj-.  and  Darroll  were  deputed  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  in  this  connection.  A  letter  was  I'ead  from  a 
chemist's  apprentice  at  Kimberley  asking  whether  the 
indentures  submitted  would  be  accepted  by  the  Board 
as  entitling  him  to  enter  for  examination.  It  was 
resolved  to  reply  that  the  indentures  are  not  in  order  in 
so  far  as  thte  Board's  requirements  are  concerned, 
inasmuch  as  they  could  not  be  accepted  as  an  annexure 
to  the  certificate  under  Regulation  No.  15,  subsection  (h). 
The  section  in  question  contemplates  only  an  apprentice- 
ship to  a  duly  licensed  chemist  and>  druggist,  not  to  a 
firm  generally.  A  letter  from  a  chemist's  assistant  at 
Aliwal  North  applying  for  admission  to  examination 
without  having  the  preliminary  educational  certificate 
required  under  Regulation  17  (h)  was  read,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  reply  to  the  effect  that  the  Board  is  bound 
by,  the  regulation  cjuoted,  and  has  no  power  to  make  any 
exception  to  it.  A  letter  was  read  from  an  assistant  at 
Durban,  inquiring  whether  his  experience  in  India  would 
entitle  him  to  accept  the  management  of  a  business  in 
the  Cape  Province,  and  the  advance  reply  thereto,  quoting 
section  8  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment 
Act,  and  informing  him  that  he  could  not  practise  until 
he  has  cjualified  for  registration,  was  duly  confirmed.  A 
letter  was  read  from  a  chemist  of  CereSj  complaining  that 
certain  general  dealers  in  Ceres  are  selling  poisons  without 
keeping  a  poisons  book ;  and  the  advance  reply,  asking 
him  to  furnish  the  Board  with  details  of  a  concrete  case, 
was  duly  confirmed.  An  application  for  registration  by 
Mr.  A.  i\[ennie  was  approved.  Four  applications  for 
examination  were  approved.  The  Board  adjourned  for 
the  examination  of  the  candidates,  the  result  of  which 
was-  that  Messrs.  J.  Mohr  and  E.  B.  van  Schalkwijk 
succeeded  in  satisfying  the  examiners.  Messrs.  Parry  and 
Darroll  reported  tfiat  during  the  adjournment  they  had 
met  a  committee  of  the  University  professors  as  arranged, 
and  as  the  result  of  the  conversations  it  is  ascertained 
that  the  existing  University,  classes  in  chemistry,  physics, 
and  botany  can  be  thrown  open  to  hona-fide  pharmaceuti- 
cal students  provided  they  are  first  approved  of  by  the 
Board.  In  regard  to  the  remaining  subjects  of  examina- 
tiocr,  viz.  materia  medica,  pharmacy,  dispensing,  and 
prescription  reading,  an  additional  lecturer  would  have 
to  be  appointed,  who  would  most  likely  have  to  take 
evening  classes  in  these  subjects,  and  this,  it  is  thought, 
would  probably  suit  apprentices  better  than  havi)ig  all 
the  classes  during  the  day-time.  As  assurance  that  the 
Board  would  in  all  probability  agree  to  appoint  the 
University  professors  of  chemistry  and  botany  as  ex- 
aminers for  the  Board  in  respect  of  these  subjects  was 
thought  by  the  committee  sufficient  to  meet  the  necessity  of 
the  University  being  represented  on  the  Examining  Board. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Over  a  hundred  phaemacies  have  b-een  put  xip  for 
competitive  examination  in  Old  Eoumania  and  seventy  in 
Bessarabia. 

Thk  Czecho-Slovak  Seetjm  Institute  in  Mahrisch- 
Weisskirchen  has  been  liquidated,  and  the  production  of 
serums  suspended. 

FoRBiDDEX  Bulgarian  Imports. — The  importation  into 
Bulgaria  of  perfumes,  perfumed  waters,  and  toilet  neces- 
saries, with  the  exception  of  dentrifices.  is  forbidden. 

Swedish  Wholesale  iDruggists. — The  large  wholesala 
druggists  in  Sweden  have  formed  an  association  to  pro- 
tect their  mutual  interests.  At  a  recent  meeting  held  in 
the  Stockholm  Chamber  of  Commerce  great  interest  was 
manifested  toy  pharmacists  in  the  constitution  of  the 
association,  and  the  adhesion  was  also  expected  of  a 
large  number  of  undertakings  which  were  affected  by  the 
schemes  for  the  monopolisation  of.  the  pharmacy  system. 
In  a  communication  to  the  Government  the  association  has 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  monopolisation  of  the 
import.^  and  manufactiu'ing  of  medicines  would  not  be 
of  any  advantage  to  the  general  community.  The  asso- 
ciation suggests  that  it  .should  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  supjjly  pharmacists  with  preparation's,  as  they  have 
hitherto  done.  If  this  suggestion  is  adopted,  members 
would  not  be  opposed  to  the  same  form  of  organistftion, 
control,  and  inspection  as  intended  for  the  Central 
Laboratory. 

A  NEW  system  of  TAX.vnoN  has  been  introduced  in 
Belgium,  whereby  a  number  of  distinct  taxes  have  now 
beeni  abolished.  With  regard  to  the  pharmacist,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  payment  of  aaiy  other  taxes  to  which  he 
may  be  liable,  a  n:ew  tax  on  the  profits  derived  from 
the  exercise  of  his  profession  will  be  levied.  To  ascer- 
tain the  taxable  amount  he  is  entitl€d  to  deduct  from 
gross  profits,  expenses  incurred  for  the  rent  of  his  busi- 
ness premises,  charges  for  upkeep  (heating,  lighting,  clean- 
ing), all  charges  for  mortgages,  salaries  of  employees, 
expenses  for  keeping  the  iDharmacy  in  working  condition, 
for  the  purchase  of  scientific  works  and  professional 
journals,  and  insui-ance.  premiums.  He  will  be  required 
to  pay  a.  tax  amounting  to  2  per  cent,  of  the  net  profit, 
ascertained  after  making  the  above  deductions,  for  the 
first  portion  of  3,000  francs  (nominally  120^.),  increasing 
by  J-  per  cent,  for  every  further  amount  of  3,000  francs, 
but  not  exceeding  a  levy  of  10  per  cent. 

Australian  Caustic  Soda.— According  to  a  report  re- 
cently issued  by  the  Electrolytic  Zinc  Co.  of  Australia, 
Ltd.,  whose  works  were  established  in  1916,  near  Hobart, 
Tasmania,  for  the  treatment  of  zinc  concentrates,  it  is 
intended  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  with  the  pro- 
duction of  caustic  soda,  chlorine  and  ciilorine  products. 
It  is  stated  by  the  company  that  the  electrical  equipment 
at  present  being  used  for  the  manufacture  of  zinc  at  their 
works  will,  without  practically  any  alterations,  enable 
from  6.000  to  8.000  tons  of  caustic  soda  and  allied  pro- 
ducts to  be  turned  out  annually.  At  Edithburg,  Yorke 
Peninsula,  South  Australia,  the  Standard  Salt  and  Alkali 
Ltd.,  is  devoting  about  80,000/.  to  the  ei'ection  of  addi- 
tional works  to  their  ordinary  plant  ^iith  the  object  also 
of  manufacturing-  caustic  soda  and  chlorine.  This  con- 
cern, which  has  huge  salt  deposits  at  Edithburg,  estimates 
that  when,  its  works  are  in  full  operation  it  will  be  able 
to  sell  caustic  soda  at  251.  per  ton,  bleaching  powder 
at  15?.  per  ton,  hydrochloric  acid  at  20?.  per  ton,  and 
other  allied  products  also  at  considerably  less  than  the 
landed  costs  of  overseas  Imports, 

Patent  Medicines  in  Sweden. — Mr.  0.  vcn  Friedi'ichs, 
principal  of  the  Swedish  State  Pharmaceutical  Labora- 
tory, in  a  communication  to  the  Board  of  ^Medicinal 
Administration,  fears  that  business  in  patent  medicines 
in  Sweden  will  flourish  as  it  does  in  the  United  States 
if  the  proposal  made  by  the  Patent  Legislation  Com- 
mittee in  favour  of  granting  patent  rights  for  medicines 
is  adopted,  and  he  objects  to  the  proposal.  This 
opinion  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Board  in  a  recommenda- 
tion laid  before  the  Government.    The  principal  states 


that  the  patenting  of  medicines  would  probably  revolu- 
tionise the  trade  in  these  products.  At  present  the  com- 
munity is  supplied  with  medicines  prepared  under  re-, 
sponsibility  and  chiefly  well  controlled,  whereas  under 
a  &y.stem  of  patent  protection  medicaments  would  com- 
prise to  a  great  extent  preparations  over  which  it  would 
only  be  possible  to  exercise  complete  control  in  excep- 
tional cases.  The  principal  is  also  of  opinion  that  the 
community  should  not  be  encouraged  to  choose  their  own 
medicine. 

The  Indian  Essenti.\l  Oils  Industry,  of  which  Kanauj, 
N.W.P.,  is  the  stronghold,  has  enjoyed  a  prosperous  year. 
Some  time  ago  the  Government  sanctioned  an  annual  grant 
of  Rs.5,S00  for  three  years  to  carry  out  experiments  with  a 
view  to  improve  the  indigenou.5  processes  of  manufacture^ 
and  this  assistance  has  been  of  substantial  help  to  the 
industry.  An  improved  type  of  i<till  has  heen  introduced, 
and  experiments  have  been  carried  out  in  the  distillation  of 
roses.  The  results  achieved  were  only  fairly  satisfactory, 
and  the  Govermnent  chemist  in  charge  is  of  opinion  that  a 
higher  percentage  of  the  essence  cannot  b'8  obtained  with- 
out .some  improvement  in  the  flower  itself.  ExperimentH 
were  also  carried  out  with  clove  stems,  and  these  show 
that  with  an  improved  type  of  'still  the  stems  can  yield  on 
an  average  an  output  of  4^  per  cent. ,  the  oil  on  analysis 
revealing  a  high  eu.genol  content.  These  results  would 
seem  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  although  clove  stems 
are  not  an  indigenous  product,  their  distillation  could  be 
undertaken  in  India  if  a  cheap  suppl.y  of  the  raw  material 
from  Africa  or  elsewhere  were  available. 

Calcutta  Chemists"  and  Druggists'  Association. — A 
largely  attended  meeting  of  chemistg  and  druggists  in  Cal- 
cutta was  held  on  November  30  at  23  Colootola 
Street,  and  Mr.  H.  S.  Paul,  senior  partner  of  B.  K. 
Paul  &  Co.,  occupied  the  chair.  The  object  of  the 
meeting  was  to  establish  a  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Asso- 
ciation in  Calcutta  with  a  view  to  protecting  their 
interests.  All  bona-fide  chemists  and  druggists  are 
eligible  for  membership,  and  admissions  will  be  made  b.y 
ballot.  The  admission-fee  has  been  fixed  at  Rs.  50,  and 
,1.  monthly  subscription  of  Rs.  5  is  payable  by  each  mem- 
ber. Twenty  firms  became  members  at  the  meeting.  The 
following  Committee  has  been  formed  for  the  first  year  :

Importation  of  Narcotics  into  Spain. — The  Royal 
decre-e  of  July  31,  1918,  established  the  principle  that 
opium,  its  preparations,  and  coca,  may  not  be  imported 
into  SiJain  in  amounts  of  less  than  3  kilogi-ams,  while 
the  minimum  weight  in  the  case  of  all  alkaloids  of  opium, 
of  cocaine,  antipyrin,  and  all  other  narcotic  drugs 
has  been  fixed  at  SCO  grams.  A  number  of  important 
Spanish  wholesale  houses  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  fact  that  in  many  instances  the- 
obligation  to  import  a  minimum  amount  of  500  grams  in 
the  case  of  certain  alkaloids  and  potent  drugs,  which  are 
used  only  in  small  amounts,  presents  serious  drawbacks, 
and  requested  permission  to  be  allowed,  in  special  cases, 
to  import  such  substances  in  smaller  amounts  than  the 
prescribed  minimum  quantity.  A  Royal  declaration  has 
now  been  issued  setting  forth  that  it  is  impossiMe  to 
alter  the  tenor  of  the  original  decree,  particularly  in  view 
of  international  obljgations  regarding  the  contr61  of  nar- 
cotic drugs.  However,  it  is  not  necessary  that  these  siib- 
stances  be  imported  in  a  single  package  containing  either 
the  requisite  minimum  of  3  kilograms,  or  of  500  grams_, 
as  the  case  may  be,  but  they  may  be  imported  in  original 
packages  of  aiiy  size,  provided  that  the  total  weight  of 
each  consignment  shall  aggregate  the  prescribed  minimurh 
weight  of  either  3  kilograms  or  of  500  grams,  whichever 
is  applicable.

Db.  T.  a.  Henry,  Dir<'ctor  of  the  Wellcome  Chemical 
JlesearcK  Laboratories,  reviews  the  chemistry  of  Chaul- 
moogra  oil  in  the  "Journal  of  Tiopical  Medicine  and 
Hygiene  "  (October  15,  1920),  following'  on  the  annoimce- 
meiit  in  "  The  Times  "  that  Dr.  J.  T.  McDonald  and  Pro- 
fessor Dean,  working  in  Hawaii,  have  obtained  promising 
results  in  the  treatment  of  leprosy  with-  ethyl  esters  pre- 
pared from  chaulmoogra  oils.  Dr.  Heni-y  recalls  the  work 
of  Dr.  F.  B,  Power  on  the  chemistry  of  the  oil  whicli 
led  up  to  the  use  of  the  sodium  salts  of  chaulmoogric  and 
Lydnocarpic  acids  by  Sir  Leonard  Rogers.  The  replac^e- 
ment  of  these  sodium  salts  of  the  acids  peculiar  to  this 
group  of  oils  by  their  ethyl  esters,  first  prepared  by  Power 
and  his  co-workers  in  1904-05.  which  ai:»pears  to  be  a 
special  feature  of  the  new  work  in  Hawaii,  is  distinctly 
advantageous  since  it  renders  possible  the  trial  of  pure 
Ijreparations  of  even  the  higher  acids,  ethyl  chaulmoograte 
and  hydnoeai-pate  being  both  limpid  yellow  oiLs,  which, 
mechanically  at  least,  are  eminently  suitable  for  injection. 
According  to  Dr.  Balfour,  a  mixture  of  ethyl  esters 
prepared  from  cliaulmoogra  oil  was  being  used  with  some 
success  for  the  treatment  of  leprosy  in  Venezuela  in  1915. 

McDonald  and  Dean's  work  is  probably  a  continuation 
of  that  done  by  Hollmann  and  Dean,  of  which  some 
de"tails  were  published  last  year ;  from  these  it  appears 
they  used  the  ethyl  esters  of  four  fractions  of  chaul- 
moogra-oil  acids.  Their  method  of  fractionation  is  less 
elaborate  than  that  adopted  by  Power  and  his  co-w'orkers, 
but  on  the  basis  of  the  latter's  results  it  is  possible  to 
work  out  with  some  degTee  of  75robability  the  approximate 
composition  of  Hollmanii  and  Dean's  fractions,  and  to 
sugge.st  their  probable  relationship  to  the  various  sodium 
salts  used  by  Rogers  and  other  workers.  Hollmann  and 
Dean  state  that  although  all  four  fractions  produced 
reactions  on  leprous  lesions  when  injected  subcutaneously , 
fractions  C  and  D  appeared  to  act  most  rapidly,  though 
the  number  of  cases  treated  was  then  too  small  to  permit 
of  a  final  expression  of  opinion  on  the  point.

With  reference  to  the  above,  the  "  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association"  (November  27,  1920) 
publishes  an  exhaustive  article  by  Dr.  J.  T.  McDonald, 
Director  of  the  Leprosy  Investigation  Station,  Hawaii, 
entitled  "Treatment  of  Leprosy  with  the  Dean  Deriva- 
tives of  Chaulmoogra  Oil."  Herein  it  is  briefly  mentioned 
that  :  "  Dean  originally  separated  the  oil  into  four  fatty- 
acid  fraction.^  and  then,  on  account  of  their  insolubility, 
converted  them  into  their  ethyl  esters,  thus  obtaining 
thinly  fluid  oils  readily  absorbable  from  intramascular  in- 
jection .  .  .  after  several  months'  trial  the  separation  into 
fractions  was  abandoned  in  1919  .  .  .  standard  treatment 
then  for  weekly  intramuscular  injection  became,  and  still 
continues  to  be,  the  ethyl  esters  of  the  entire  fatty  acids 
of  the  whole  oil  with  2  per  cent,  by  weight  of  iodine 
chemically  combined.  ..." 

The  "  Tagliche  Rundschau,"  a  Berlin  newspaper,  re- 
ferring to  Professor  L.  E.  Dean's  work,  made  the  follow- 
ing comment  : 

The  manner  in  which  the  majority  of  the  Engli.sh  Press 
and  tliat  of  the  other  Entente  countries  has  published  the 
report  of  an  alleged  new  remedy  for  leprcsy,  base'd  on  a 
communication  in  "  The  Times  "  of  July  10,  again  shows 
how  unscrupulously  foreigners  deal  with  German  intellectual 


property,  and  circulate  statements  about  things  as  though 
they  were  of  world-wide,  importance,  when  they  are  already 
known  for  ages,  arid  have  been  correspondingly  appreciated. 

The  article  continues  with  the  statement  that  tl:is  ethyl- 
ester  of  chaulmoogra  oil  has  been  on  the  market  under  the 
name  of  antileprol  since  1903,  and  is  a  recognised  remedy 
for  leprosy.  Its  use  was  first  sugge.sted  by  Professor 
Engel  Bey,  who  did  very  good  work  in  the  service  of  the 
Egyptian  Government  "until  he  was  expelled  by  the 
British  authorities  after  the  outbreak  of  w'ar."  The  sub- 
stance itself  was  discovered  "after  extensive  and  jiains- 
taking  investigations  "  by  the  former  director  of  th'e 
scientific  pharmaceutical  laboratories  of  the  Bayer  Co., 
Professor  Dr.  Fritz  Hofmann,  the  present  director  of  the 
Empetor  William  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Coal  in 
Breslau,  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  L.  Taub,  of  the  staff 
of  the  Bayer  Co.  It  concludes  with  the  statement  that 
antileprol  has  been  largely  used  witl\  good  results  in  the 
treatment  of  leprosy  in  Rcumania,  Spain,  Canary -Islands, 
India.  Hawaii,  South  America,  Norway,  Estho)iia,  and 
elsewhere.  It  has  been  made  the  subject  of  a  fairly 
extensive  literature,  and  "it  is  difficult  to  assume  that 
Professor  L.  E.  Dean  was  ignorant  of  the  existence  of 
antileprol."

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Pharmaceutical  Salaries  on 
the  Continent. 


Germany. 

One  of  _  the  first  results  of  the  German  revolution  was  the 
formation  of  associations  by  various  groups  of  the  pro- 
fessional classes,  in  order  to  safeguard  their  interests 
during  the  political  upheaval.  In  this  they  followed  the 
example  set  by  the  soldiers  and  workmen',  who  formed 
their  own  councils,  and  it  was  to  present  a  united  front 
to  the  activities  of  the  latter  that  the  "brain  workers" 
resolved  to  ■com.bine  on  similar  lines.  The  pharmaceutical 
profession  did  not  escape  the  great  social  change  which 
swept  through  Germany,  and  in  the  place  of  purely  private 
agreement.?  between  owners  and  assistants  a  system  of 
local  tariffs  was  instituted,  whereby  not  only  the  salaries, 
but  tile  hours  and  conditions  of  Avork  in  pharmacies,  were 
established. 

The  "German  Association  of  Pharmacists"  (Deutscher 
Apotheker-Verein)  and  the  "Association  for  the  Protec- 
tion of  the  Economic  Interests  of  German  Pharmacists  " 
(Verein  zur  AVahrung  der  wirtschaftlicheii  Interessen 
deutscher  Apotheker),  as  representing  the  owners,  and 
the  "Un:on  of  German  Pharmacists"  (Verein  deutscher 
Apotheker).  which  is  an  association  of  non-owners,  have 
co-operated  in  elaborating  a  uniform  tariff,  applicable  to 
all  members  of  the  contracting  parties. 

The  question  of  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the 
pharmaeeutical  per.fonncl  is  at  present  a  somewhat  com- 
plicated one,  in  view  of  the  abnormal  conditions  of  livino- 
in  that  country.  Therefore,  it  is  usual  with  all  officials  and 
employees  to  establish,  in  the  first  place,  the  actual  salary 
'per_  sc,^  then  the  so-called  "  indemnity  for  the  high  cost  of 
living,"  which  is  regarded  as  a  purely  temporary  pay- 
ment, and  is  regulated  by  the  actual  cost  level  of  the 
necessities  of  life.  In  addition,  owing  to  the  great  differ- 
ences that  exist  in  the  cost  of  housing  and  other  general 
expenses  in  different  towns  and  villages,  a  further  so-called 
"  local  allowance  "  is  made,  whereby  the  German  towns  and 
villages  are  classed  according  to  their  relative  expensive- 
ness,  a  measure  whioli  was  already  in  force  for  the 
different  garrisons  prior  to  the  war.  It  follows  that  the 
remuneration  of  a  pharmaceutical  assistant  in  Germany 
IS  now  made  up  of  three  distinct  payments — the  actual 
salary,  the  indemnity  for  the  high  cost  of  living,  and 
the  local  allowance.  The  new  tariff  establishes  the 
following  scale  of  salaries  : 

For    assistants    (without  State 

examination  diploma)  ...  4,400m.  per  annum 

For  candidates  c^ualifying  for  the 

diploma    5,400m.  „ 

For  qualified  assistants  with  less 

than  five  years'  service  after 

examination    6,800m. 

For  qualified  assistants  with  more 

than  five  years'  service        ...  7,400m. 

The  indemnity  for  the  high  cost  of  living  will  be 
established  every  three  months  by  the  iomt  iboard,  and 
will  be  expressed  in  a  fixed  percentage  to  be  paid  on  the 
salary,  and  local  allowance  together.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  this  amount  will  be  raised  by  a  further  2o''per 
cent,  for  those  engaged  in  pharmacies  situated  in  the 
territories  occupied  by  the  Allied  forces.  The  local 
al  owance,  depending  on  the  class  to  which  tlie  town  or 
village  belongs,  ranges  from  3,500m.  to  1,000m.  The  above 
scale  of  salaries  is  based  on  an  average  of  forty-eicht  hours 
work  per  week,  including  Sunday  and  night  duty  the 
latter  being  fixed  on  the  following  basis— that  is  to'  say, 
the  assistant  is  required  to  work  :

Sunday  or  holiday,  and  night  duty  everv  second  night.

Managers  are  to  receive  as  a  minimum  salary  the  highest 
rate  fixed  by  the  above  .scale,  in  addition  to  a  suuib  e 
extra  remuneration;  the  same  applies  to  assistants  possess 
ing  special  acquirements,  such  as  a  knowledge  of  forei4

may  arrange  amicably  among  themselves,  with  Z'  con 
sent  of  the  owner  of  the  business,  to  replace  each  other 
Annual  holidays,  with  payment  of  salai-y,  are  fixed  at 
a  perioc  of  two  weeks,  during  the  first  and  second  year 
ot  employ  in  the  same  business,  and  three  weeks^for 
those  of  longer  service.  The  annual  holiday  can  be 
claimed  after  a  period  of  six  months'  employ  in  the 
pharmacy  In  pharmacies  where  there  is  only  one  assis 
tant  the  latter  is  bound  to  undertake  the  owner's  work 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  the  duration  of  the  holiday 
to  which  the  assisUiit  is  himself  entitled

If  the  owner  of  a  pharmacy  is  able  to  prove  that  he 
cannot  pay  the  tariff  scale  of  salary,  the  hoard  may 
permit  an  exception  m-  his  favour.  To  carry  this  mutual 
agreement  into  effect  a  joint  board,  consisting  ot  three 
members  representing  the  owners  and  three  "nominated 
by  the  assistants  union,  will  be  formed,  which  will  de- 
cide al  differences  arising  between  both  parties,  and 
whose  duty  it^  will  be  to  promote  co-operation  between 
are  uHT,  nts.    In  addition,  local  committees 

aie  to  be  formed,  of  three  representatives  of  the  owners 
and  the  same  number  delegated  by  the  assistants  Places 
with  at  least  ^ten  pharmacies  will  form  their  own  local 
committee.  The  last  paragraph  of  the  agreement  pro- 
vides that  married  assistants  are  to  be  granted  an  extra 
allowance  in  favour  of  their  wives  and  children,  as  far 
a.s  funds  permit.  This  is  to  be  effected  by  the  creation 
of  a  specia  fund,  into  which  the  owner  of  every  phar- 
macy will  be  required  to  pay  a  monthly  contribution 
cccording  to  the  number  of  assistants  employed  by  him 
and  fixed  by  the  joint  board.  Pharmacists  working  with 
only  one  apprentice  may  be  relieved  of  their  obligation 
to  contribute  to  the  fund. 

The  introduction  of  this  decidedly  industrial  form  of 
establishing  the  relationship  between  owner  and  assistant 
marks  the^  advent  of  a  new  era  in  German  pharmacy 
Prior  to  the  war,  eoccept  in  the  large  towns,  the  assistant 
in  the  majority  of  cases  became  practically  a  member 
of  the  owners  family,  and  on  the  whole  a  cordial,  almost 
patriarchal  relationship  existed.  This  state  of  affairs 
was  largely  due  to  the  fact  thai  the  owner  must  also 
possess  the  house  in  which  the  pharmacy  is  situated,  and 
lives  on  the  premises,  as  he  must  be  in  attendance  day 
and  night.  Consequently,  in  most  of  the  smaller  towns 
and  m  the, country,  the  assistant  was  given  not  only  his 
room,^  but  a  so  his  board,  usually  shared  with  the 
owners  family  It  is  ,only  in  the  larger  towns  in 
pharmacies  employing  several  assistants,  that  the  latter 
do  not  live  on  the  premises;  in  these  cases  a  special 
room  with  a  bed  is  provided  for  the  assistant  on  Sunday 
or  night  duty. 

For  the  sake  of  comparison  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
prior  to  the  war  the  monthly  salary  of  an  unqualified 
assistant  receiving  full  board  and  room  would  average 
7Um.  to  100m  and  a  qualified  assistant  not  receivino- 
board   and    lodging,    but   living  outside  the  pharmacy' 
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was  paid  anything  from  175m.  to  250ra.  a  month, 
according  to  the  locality  and  his  abilities.  The 
present  scale  of  actaial  salaries  to  be  paid  (irrespective 
of  the  extra  allowances)  in  itself  represents  an  increase 
of  three  and  a-half  times  the  pre-war  rate  of  remunera- 
tion !  To  illustrate  the  enormous  advance  in  expenses 
generally  in  Germany,  it  is  only  necessary  to  take  the 
case  of  a  pharmacist  who  before  the  war  paid  his  assistant 
200m.  a  month  in  all,  and  is  now  obliged  to  re- 
munerate him  at  the  rate  of  520m.  actual  salary,  in 
addition  to,  say.  290m.  (the  minimum  would  be 
116m.)  "local  allowance,"  besides  the  "indemnity 
for  the  high  cost  of  living,"  probably  another  200m.  to 
300m.,  a  total  outlay  of  at  least  l.OOOm.  a  month, 
which  would  represent  nominally  a  salary  of  50m. 
monthly  ! 

An  indication  of  the  present  high  cost  of  living  in 
Germany  is  afforded  by  the  fact  tliat  in  one  town  the 
cost  of  board  and  lodging  for  an  assistant  living  on  the 
premise.?  has  been  fixed  at  350m.  dui-ing  the  summer, 
and  at  450m.  during  the  winter  months,  which  amount 
is  deducted  from  a  total  salary  of  1,050m.  per 
month.  The  economic  effect  of  the  depreciation  in  the 
German  currency  is  forcibly  brought  home  by  this  start- 
ling contrast ;  what  must  the  conditions  be  in  countries 
with  a  still  more- depreciated  currency,  as  is  the  case  in 
Poland  and  in  Austria  ? 

Austria. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  general  Austrian  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacists,  which  was  held  in  Salzburg  on 
December  8  to  10,  the  new  scale  of  remuneration  for 
pharmaceutical  assistants,  to  apply  from  January  1,  1921, 
was  laid  before  the  members.  In  the  first  place,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  salaries  will  not  be  paid  out  individ- 
ually by  the  owner  to  his  assistants,  but  each  owner 
will  contribute  a  certain  amount,  which  will  depend  upon  i 
the  locality  of  his  business,  to  a  central  fund,  out  of  I 


which  the  salaries  will  be  paid.  The  payments  to  b& 
made  by  the  owners  to  the  central  fund  include  'not 
only 'the  actual  salary,  but  various  contributions,  such  as 
assistance  for  non-employment,  sick  club,  pensions,  and 
the  various  extra  charges  entailed  by  the  abnormal  con- 
ditions of  life  at  present  prevailing  in  Austria.  The 
total  amount  which  each  owner  will  be  called  upon  to 
contribute  ra.nges  between  4,520  and  6,160  crowns  a  month 
(nominally  188Z,  6s.  and  256?,  13s.).  The  salaries  to. 
be  paid  to  phai'maceutical  assistants  are  graded  accord- 
ing to  the  period  which  has  elapsed  since'  qualifying, 
there  being  altogether  twelve  classes,  each  representing 
a  period  of  three  years.  The  annual  salary  thus  ranges 
from  21.000  crowns  for  an  assistant  of  one  to  three 
years'  experience  to  36,400  crowns  for  a  man  who  has 
been  an  assistant  for  thirty-four  years  and  over  (nominally 
875/.  to  1,516?.).  In  addition  to  the  actual  salary,  a 
local  extra  allowance,  ranging  from  8,400  crowns  to  28,000 
■orowns,  according  to  the  locality  (nominally  350?,.  to. 
1,156?.)  w'ill  be  paid,  as  well  as  an  "  allowance  to  cover  the 
high  cost  of  living."  Further,  married  men  will  re- 
ceive an  additional  allowance,  representing,  according  to 
the  locality,  an  additional  annual  grant  of  2.800  to  6,500 
crowns  for  each  member  of  his  family.  To  illustrate 
the  fantastic  heights  to  which  salaries  of  pharmacists 
have  risen  in  Austria  in  consequence  of  the  depreciated' 
currency,' it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  minimum  salary 
of  a  married  man  without  children,  of  under  three  years' 
experience,  will  amount  to  2,100  crowns  a  month,  while 
t.he  maximum,  for  a  man  of  thirty-four  years'  experience^ 
married,  but  without  children,  engaged  in  a  pharmacy 
in  Vienna,  will  aggregate  4,600  crowns  ;  these  sums  would 
represent,  fit  par,  salaries  of  82?,  5-?,  and  191?,  15.?.  re- 
spectively :  at  the'  present  rate  of  exchange  they  are 
equivalent  to  thirty  shillings  and  sixty-seven  shillings 
respectively.  These  figures  afford  a  striking  practical 
illustration  of  the  desperate  straits  to  which  Austria  has 
been  reduced. 


The  Trend  of  Drug  Prices^ 


Chemists  have  been  aw.are  of  the  extraordinary  fluctua- 
tions in  the  wholesale  prices  of  drugs  and  chemicals  during 
the  year  that  has  just  closed.  After  the  first  three  months 
the  cost  of  aimost  everything  was  ascending,  the  climax 
being  reached  in  July,  though  there  was  a  temporary  set- 
back owing  to  wag©  increases  in  August,  From  that 
period  onward  prices  have  steadily  declined,  reaching  the 
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equivalent  of  .pre-war  prices  in  some  oases.  Much  of  the 
decline  is  due  to  large  importations  fronr^  countries  with 
an  exchange  at  lower  values  than  in  this  country,  but. 
whether  the  fall  will  continue  at  the  same  rate  is 
problematical.  Hence  the  question  of  how  to  buy  will 
continue  to  be  a  difficult  one  in  the  New  Year."  The 
changes  in,  the  wholesale  prices  of  a  selection  of  chemicals, 
is  .shown  in  the  diagram  herewith.  This  can  be  usefully 
compared  with  the  article  giving  a  comparisoai  of  costs 
from  1914  to  1920  which  is  "printed  in  The  Chemist  and 
Drugqist  Diani  1921. 
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The  Income-tax  Payers' 
Position, 


This  is  the  season  at  which  the  ordinary  citizen  is  liable 
io  be  so  unpleasantly  reminded  not  only  that  the  biu-dens 
of  the  State  are  heavy  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  but 
also  that  the  State  has  no  other  means  of  discharging 
its  burdens  than  by  passing  them  on  to  its  citizens. 
Many  political  theorists  are  hopeful  that  a  perception 
of  these  facts  may  lead  to  a  demand  for  economy  in 
•the  conduct  of  national  affairs,  which  will  result  in  the 
cutting  down  of  the  State  expenditure  which  makes 
heavy  taxation  inevitable.  However  this  may  be.  it 
is  a  matter  of  prime  importance  to  every  taxpayer  that 
he  should  have  as  clear  a  conception  as  the  nature  of 
the  subject  permits  of  what  the  State  is  entHled  to 
call  upon  him  to  pay  by  way  of  taxes. 

Of  these  imposts  the  income-tax  stands  out  with  grim 
pre-eminence.  By  the  Finance  Act,  1920.  very  important 
changes  were  made  in  the  methods  of  assessment  and 
charge,  the  cha.racter  of  which  is  still  by  no  tmeans 
generally  understood.  To  get  a  clear  view  of  the'  posi- 
tion it  is  best  to  begin  with  the  fact  that,  so  far  as 
regards  the  great  body  of  the  assessments — namely,  those 
imder  Schedule  D  and  those  under  Schedule  E — the  old 
Lasis  for  a.^certaining  the  total  income  of  the  taxpayer 
remains.  Under  Schedule  D  a  trader  is  assessed  on 
the  profits  of  his  trade  for  any  tax  year  by  taking  the 
average  of  the  profits  from  his  trade  for  the  three  years 
immediately  preceding  the  tax  year.  These  profits  still 
i^ontinue  to  be  taken  as  the  balance  of  profits  which 
•accrue  from  the  business  after  such  trading  expenses  are 
.'/deducted  as  are  w,holly  and  exclusively  incurred  in  con- 
nection with  the  trading.  In  the  case  of  assessments 
under  Schedule  E  the  total  income  continues  to  be  that 
actually '  received  by  the 'taxpayer  within  the  tax  year. 
It  'is  in  -the  treatment  of  the  total  income  thus  arrived 
at  that  the  Finance  Act,  1920,  has  made  such  importa.ut 
changes.  The  total  income  being  ascertained,  the  Act 
proceeds  to  deal  with  it  in  this  way.  If  the  income 
is  "  earned  "  income  one-tenth  is  deducted  from  it,  pro- 
vided this  tenth  does  not  exceed  2001.,  and  the  balance 
remaining  after  the  deduction  is  known  as  "  assessable  " 
income.  In  the  case  of  unearned  income  no  such  de- 
duction is  made,  and  the  total  income  is  also  the  assess- 
able income.  When  the  assessable  income  has  been 
found,  certain  deductions  have  to  be  made  iji  order  to 
arrive  at  the  '''taxable"  income,  or  amount  upon  which 
the  tax  at  the  appropriljte  rate  is  charged. 

1.  There  is  first  the  personal  allowance  of  135?.,  which 
IS  increased  to  225/.  in  the  case  of  a  person  who  is  married 
and  maintaining  his  wife.  This  allowance  is  of  general 
application. 

2.  If  the  taxpayer's  total  income  includes  any  earned 
income  of  his  wife  he  is  allowed  a  further  sum  equal 
to  nine-tenths  of  this  earned  income,  provided  this  addi- 
tional allowance  does  not  exceed  451. 

3.  A  deduction  is  also  allowed  for  any  child  under  the 
age  of  sixteen,  including  a  step-child  or  adopted  child, 
at^  the  rate  of  36/.  for  the  first  and  27/.  for  any  addi- 
tional child.  But  this  is  only  granted  where  the  child 
is  not  entitled  in  his  or  her  own  right  to  an  income  of 
more  than  40/.  a  year. 

4.  A  ^deduction  of  45/.  may  also  be  obtained  in  respect 
of  a  widower's  or  a  widow'-s  housekeeper  living  with 
him  or  her  for  the  purpose  of  taking  charge  of  children. 

5.  A  like  deduction'  of  45/.  may  be  claimed,  under 
certain  conditions,  by  a  bachelor  who  has  living  with 
him.  and  maintains  at  his  own  expense,  either  his  mother, 
if  she  is  a  widow  or  is  living  apart  from  her  husband, 
or  some  other  female  relative  who  is  living  with  him 
for  the  purpose  of  looking  after  his  children. 

6.  A  deduction  is  also  allowed  of  25/.  in  respect  of 
I  anyone  whom  the  taxpayer  maintains  at  his  ow.m  expense 

and  who  is  a  relative  of  his  or  of  his  wife,  and  incapaci- 
tated by  old  age  or  infirmity  from  maintaining  hiijiself  or 
herself,  and  provided  the  person  relieved  has  not  an 
income  of  more  than  50/.  a  vear. 


When  these  deductions,  where  appropriate,  are  made 
from  the  a.ssessable  income  we  get  the  taxable  income 
on  which  the  tax  is  levied.  Income-tax  is  charged  at 
the  rate  of  3.s.  in  the  £  on  the  first  225/.  of  this  tax- 
able income,  and  at  the  rate  of  6s.  in  the  £  on  the 
remainder.  When  the  amount  of  the  tax  has  been  ascer- 
tained there  may  be  further  deductions  which  may  be 
claimed  from  it.  Thus  a  premium  paid  for  life  insur- 
ance or  for  the  purchase  of  a  deferred  annuity  entitles 
the  taxpayer  to  a  deduction  which  varies  according  as 
the  policy  was  taken  out  before  or  after  June  22,  1916. 
If  the  total  iijcome  does  not  exceed  1,000/.  the  allow- 
ance is  at  the  rate  of  3.s.  in  the  £ ;  if  the  income  ex- 
ceeds 1,000/. ,. but  does  not  exceed  2,000/.,  the  allowance 
is  4-5.  6d.  in  the  £  on  policies  taken  out  on  or  before 
June  22,  1916.  A  deduction  imade  from  the  salary 
or  stipend  of  a  taxpayer  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
deferred  annuity  to  ihi,s  widow  or  provision  for  his 
children  after  his  death  is  looked  upon  as  a  premium 
entitling  to  an  allowance. 

A  couple  of  typical  examples  will  show  ihs  working 
of  the  Act. 

1.  A  is  a  married  man  with  a  salary  of  480'.  and  no 
other  income.  He  has  three  children  living  with  him, 
each  under  sixteen  years  of  age.

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Taxpayers  may  be  reassured  to  learn  that,  although 
allowances  and  deductions  in  respect  of  income-tax 
assessments  have,  as  a  rule,  to  be  claimed  by  the  tax- 
payer at  the  time  he  makes  his  return,  a  claim,  if  made 
without  any  further  delay,  would  be  entertained  by  the 
Commissioners  upon  the  current  year's  assessments.. 


The  Profiteering  Act. 


Proceedings  Tabulated. 

The  subjoined  table  continues  to  the  end  of  the  year 
1920  our  record  of  complaints  heai-d  and  prosecutions 
initiated  under  the  Profiteering  Act.  From  it  are  ex- 
cluded (1)  cases  brought  against  tradesmen  other  than 
chemists  or  limited  companies  trading  as  chemists,  (2) 
cases  withdrawn  without  a  hearing,  and  (3)  cases  in 
which  the  statements  of  the  complainants  were  not 
accepted  by  the  Committees.  The  complaints  tabulated 
during  the  past  six  months  number  fifteen,  relating  to 
a  total  retail  value  of  1/.  17-s.  M..  aji  average  of  2.s.  b.QiL 
each.  In  five  of  these  cases  refunds  were  ordered, 
amounting  to  i>s.  8^d.,  or  9.96  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
in  respect  of  which  charges  of  profiteering  were  brought. 
The  two  prosecutions  (one  of  which  relates  to  a  com- 
plaint heard  during  the  previous  six  months)  resulted  in 
acqujfltals.  Tiie  respective  numbers  of  cases  in  the 
five  quarters  during  which  the  Act  and  its  amending 
Act  have  been  in  operation  are  as  follows  :  First  quarter, 
123;  second  and  third  quarters  (average),  43^ i  fourth 
and  fifth  quarters  (average) ,  7^.  In  view  of  the  frenzied 
efforts  lately  made  in  interested  circles  to  revive  the 
flagging  activity  of  Profiteering  Committees,  the  decline 
in  proceedings  during  the  past  six  months  is  gratifying. 
It  serves  to  strengthen  the  belief  that  the  Act  in  its 
inception  was  merely  a  political  red-herring.

D — dismissed  ;  DA — dismissed  on  appeal ;  E — refund  ; 
P — prosecution.  An  asterisk  indicates  a  case  appearing 
in  both  tables.

The  New  Year 

promises  to  be  a  busy  and  momentous  one. 
He  would  be  a  bold  man  who  should  venture  to  forecast 
the  course  of  events,  even  for  the  next  few  months, 
but  we  may  certainly  anticipate  a  strenuous  time.  Your 
review  of '  the  past  year  renrinds  us  more  than  once 
or  twice  that  questions' of  the  highest  importance  affecting 
pharmacy,  which  hav«  occupied  months  of  anxious  thought, 
are  not  yet  settled;  and  they  will  in  all  probability  ,  be 
Tevived  m  a  more  urgent  form  while  we  are'  yet  in  a 
sti'ait  between  a  moribund  order  and  one  not  yet  born  or 
only  in  the  feebleness  of  infancy.  Other  questions  of 
more  than  merely  pharmaceutical  import,  though  they 
affect  us  along  with  others,  such  as  the  unemploymenfc 
difficulty,  the  increased  cost  of  commodities  and  of  labour, 
and  others  too  numerous  to  mention,  the  worst  of  all 
being  perhaps  the  feeling  of  instability  and.  uncertainty 
which  is  the  result  of  the  sum  of,  them,  conspire  to  make 
the  outlook  dark  enough,  even  to  a  convinced  optimist  like 
myself.  There  is  but  one  thing  to  be  done,  to  "  March 
breast  forward,  never  doubting  clouds  will  break."  "  To 
attain  this  end,"  says  Mynheer  Knickerbocker,  in  his 
"Veritable  History,"'  "difficulties  had  to  be  overcome; 
and  they  were  overcome  accordingly."  Of  course  they 
were,  as  most  difficulties  may  be  if  boldly  tackled.  I  do 
not  despair  even  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  much  less 
of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  but  believe  that,  as 
your  last  week's  leader  says,  a  better  time  awaits  the 
former  than  it  has  lately  known,  if  only  it  has  wisdom 
at  the  helm,  and  that  the  latter  will  eventually  justify 
itself  in  spite  of  the  sinister  circumstances  of  its  birth. 
The  "C.  &  D.  Diary  ".for  1921 

is  equal  in  interest  and  use- 
fulness to  any  of  the  series  ;  indeed,  I  do  not  recall  any- 
thing in  these  annuals  of  greater  importance  than  the 
article,  or  series  of  articles,  on  "  The  iledieine  Stamp 
Acts  with  which  the  second  half  of  the  literary  portion 
opens.  Its  particular  value  at  the  present  moment  lies  in 
the  fact,  that  we  are  threatened  with  very  grave  alterations 
in  the  laws  affecting  proprietary  medicines  and  their 
liability  to  stamp  duty  ;  and  as  there  is  not  a  pharmacist 
in  the  country  who  is  not  directly  interested  in  these 
matters,  it  behoves  us  all  to  know  exactly  Imw  we  stand 
with  regard  to  them.  The  historical  sketch  with  which 
the  article  opens  is  a  call  to  vigilance  on  our  vmt,  for  rt 
reminds  tis  that  only  by  timely  action  have  we  been  able 
in  the  past  to  avert  injurious  interference  with  our  liber- 
ties. The  Dictionary  of  Difficulties  which  ibllo\Vs  the  first 
article  seems  to  cover  the  whole  ground  and  to  give  in 
tire  most  convenient  form  possible  a  complete  guide  to-  the 
subject.  The  table  shov/ing  the  revenue  from  patent- 
n.edicine  stamps  for  the  last  120  years  is  an  eye-opener  to 
the  immense  growth  and  importance  of  the  industry. 
Apart  from  other  consider.itions,  the  Chancellor  would  he 
mad  who  lightly  consented  to  see  it  crippled.  Other  items 
in  the  Diar;/  of  special  importance  just  now  are  the  article 
on  National  Health  Insurance  and  the  comparison  of  the 
cost  of  drugs  and  chemicals  from  1914  to  1920. 

Mr.  Wolff's  Paper 

on  the  injunction  (read  at  Liverpool)  was 
admirable  in  tone,  and  all  who  have  felt  it  incumbent  upon 
them  to  oppose  the  Council's  mode  of  procedure  will  appre- 
ciate the  conciliatory  way  in  which  he  refers  to  them. 
They  are  not  the  "  traitors  "  they  have  been  repreS'ented, 
but  are  as  zealous  for  the  welfare  of  the  Society  as  those 
who  more  compliantly  follow  its  leaders.  All  but  the  few 
extremists  ;.m.ong  them  will,  I  venture  to  say,  agree  with, 
Mr.  Wolff  that,  however  mistaken  the  Society's  policy  may 
have  been  in  the  past,  it  stands  for  something  not  only 
dear  to  us.  but  essential  to  our  highest  interests  :  and  the 
majority  of  them  will,  if  we  really  are  committed  to  this 
hastily  concocted  scheme,  devised  in  panic  and  thrust  upon 
US  by  a  covp-dc-mam  though  it  was.  be  willing  to  help  in 
perfecting  it  so  far  as  is  now  possible.  That  it  needs 
revising  and  improving  few  even  of  its  supporters  will 


deny  ;  necessarily  it  is  more  or  less  of  an  experiment,  and 
those  who  criticise  it  most  keenly  may  be  among  its  best 
friends.  Personally,  I  do  not  profess  to  be  in  love  with  it, 
but  I  would  rather  see  it  accepted  loyally  as  a  step  forward 
than  ni.ide  the  occasion  of  quarrel  and  disruption. 

Of  Legal  Responsibility 

for  the  acts  of  the  Local  Assoeiationsi 
Executive  the  Society  niay  be  free,  but  it  is  not  so  as 
regards  nmral  resi)onsibility.  The  President  would  not 
allow  a  conference  of  delegates  to  take  any  active  step 
towards  forming  a  trade  union,  but  the  L.A.E.,  which  is 
the  ciealure  of  such  conferences,  called  and  presided  over 
by  the  President  in  his  official  capacity,  is  left  at  liberty 
to  take  what  steps  it  pleases — is,  I  may  say,  encouraged  to 
take  them.  It  may  be  possible  in  tlus  way  to  evade  an 
injunction,  but  it  deprives  the  L.A.E  of  all  moral 
auth<  rity.  We  shall  accj(uiesoe,  no-  doubt,  as  I  have 
already  said,  it  may  be  best  to  dO'  so,  yet  it  is  putting  a 
strain  upon  ou.'  loyalty  that  is  all  it  can  bear.  The 
Council  has.  done  its  best — or  worst — to  divide  the  trade- 
against  itself  ;  we  must  do  our  best,  when  the  time  eomesv 
to>  be  a  thoroughly  ^united  body,  not  in  opposition  to  the- 
Society  but  in  determination  to  follow  our  own  course 
independently  of  all  outside  influence.  However  ths- 
Union  n.ay  have  come  into  being  it  must  stand  on  its 
own  bottom,  and ^ it  can  only  d'o  this  securely  if  we  are 
all  of  one  mind.  This  is  what  I  understand  Mr.  Wolff 
to  mean  by  his  Liverpool  address. 

The  Chemists'  Defence  Association 

has  laeen,  prompt  in  xevrsing 
its  rules  to  meet  the  situation  created  by  the  events  of 
last  week,  but  "the  more  ha.3te  the  less  speed  "  is  a  wise, 
old  saw,  and  probably  the  Association  would  have  been 
well  advi,«ed  to  -wait  awhile.  Ought  not  the  new  members 
who  are  to  be  brought  in  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  to  have  some  say  in  the  matter  ?  We  are  having 
our  way  made  very  iplain  for  ns  ;  w©  have  only  to  walk 
m  the  steps  cut  in  advance,  wheresoever  they  may  lead  ; 
and  \\hai<,  ,I  have  been  saying  about  our  willingness  to 
help  in  shapinsg"  the  new  order  seems  rather  superfliious. 
It  will  apparently  soon  be  onl.y  our  financial  assistance  that 
IS  needed  This  might  be  the  more  readily  forthcoming 
if  We  were  treated  a  little  less  like  dumb  Qattl©  heing 
driven  into  a  pen.  '  < 

A  New  Use  for  Quinine 

,  is  described  by  .Sir  E.  A.  Wallis  Budge 

in  his  recently  published  work.  "  By,  Nile  and  Tigris."' 
in  which  an  account  is  given  of  his  expeditions  into  the 
East  in  search  of  treasures  for  the  British  Museum.  On 
his  way  from  Aleppo  to  Baghdad  he  had  unexpectedly  to 
entertain  a  party  of  Turks,  and  discovered  at  the  last 
moment  that  all  hi.s,  coffee  had  been  lost  on  the  road.  He 
therefore  toasted  some  crusts  of  coarse  bread  till  they 
were  hard  and  black,  crushed  them  into  powder  with  a 
bottle,  poured  the  mass  into  an  old  coffee-pot  with  water, 
and  when  it  had  boiled  added  twenty  grains  of  quinine 
and  a  quantity' of  sugar.  His  guests  drank  the  stuff'  with 
apparent  relish,  declared  it  to  be  "  good  coffee,  by 
Allah,"  and  asked  for  more;  but  whether  this  was  an 
instance  of  Turkish  politeness  or  a  genuine  tribute  to  his 
extemporised  coffee  Sir  Wallis  does  not  say. 

The  Difficulty  of  Getting  Medicines 

into  some  Eastern  cities  is  well, 
illustrated  by  Sir  W^allis  Budge's  experiences  in  Baghdad- 
and  by  what  he  was  told  by  an  American  doctor  who  ran 
a  private  hospital  there,  in  which  natives  were  treated 
gratis.  The  pilfering  of  his  consignments  of  drugs,  at  th© 
Customs  House  reached  such  a  pitch — more  than  half  the 
quantity  of  such  drugs  as  quinine,  chlorodyne,  laudanum, 
an,d  even  lard  being  sometimes  abstracted — that  at  last 
he  made  a  complaint  to  the  Baghdad  Government.  In 
reply  he  was  informed  that  his  drugs  were  necessarily 
"  examined  "  before  delivery,  to  ensure  that  nothing 
adulterated  or  not  of  the  proper  strength  -w^as  given  to 
Muslims,  even  in  charity,  and  ihat.some  "specimens'- 
had  been  "  retained."

Editorial  Articles. 

The  Dentists  Bill. 

As  we  have  pointed  out  on  previous  occasions,  tlie 
Ministiy  of  Health  has  a  special  aversion  to  chemists 
owing  to  the  fact,  probably,  that  the  Ministry  is  headed 
by  a  politician  doctor  and  staffed  by  medical  practitioners. 
The  Dentists  Bill,  of  which  the  text  is  given  elsewhere 
in  this  issue,  furnishes  further  astounding  evidence  of 
this  desire  to  penalise  chemists  because  they  are  chemists. 
The  dislike,  however,  is  so  clumsily  displayed  _  that  we 
have  every  hope  that  chfemists  will  the  more  easily  be 
able  to  defeat  the  ill-natured  intentions  of  this  medical 
hierarchy.  The  first  clause  of  the  Bill  prohibits  the  prac- 
tice of  dentistry  by  unregistered  persons,  but  exempts 
medical  practitioners — who  need  not  necessarily  know 
anything  of  dentistry — and  also  allows  "the  extraction 
of  a  tooth  by  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  where  the  case 
i.s  urgent  and  no  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  or 
registered  dentist  is  available  and  the  operation  is  per= 
formed  without  the  application  of  any  general  or  local 
anaesthetic."  Such'  an  inhuman  provision  was  probably 
never,  within  modern  times,  embodied  in  a  Parliamentary 
Bill.  Even  criminals  are  not  operated  upon  without 
anaesthetics,  but  in  this  Bill  a  delicate_  woman  or  child  is 
treated  worse  than  a  criminal  because  they  have  the  mis- 
fortune to  have  a  bad  toothache  when  there  is  not  a 
registered  medical  man  or  doctor  within  reach.  We  hope 
that  chemists  will  get  in  touch  with  their  member  of 
Parliament  and  call  attention  to  the  brutality  of  this  sub- 
clause. We  feel  sure  that  its  callousness  has  only  to  be 
pointed  out  for  members  of  the  House,  of  Commons  to 
make  short  work,  not  only  of  such  a  sub-clause,  but,  if 
needs  be,  of  the  smug  doctors  who  rule  at  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Another  provision  intended  especially  to 
penalise  chemists  is  embodied  in  Clause  3  (3).  This 
clause  deals  with  the  admission  to  the  Register  of  dental 
practitioners,  of  titembers  of  the  Incorporated  Dental 
Society,  of  dental  mechanics  of  five  years'  standing,  and 
of  persons  who  pass  a  special  examination.  The  clause 
then  proceeds  to  provide  for  the  admission  to  the  register 
of  chemists  who  "had  immediately  before  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Act  a  substantial  practice  as  a  dentist,"  and 
whose  practice  included  all  usual  dental  operations,  but 
such  persons  will  be  required  to  give  an  undertaking  that 
"  within  ,five  years  from  the  date  of  being  registered  " 
they  will  "  cease  to  exercise  the  profession  of  a  dentist 
and  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist  concurrently."  It  will  be  observed 
that  no  other  person  regisfcei'ed  under  the  Act  is  required 
to  give  up  any  business  he  may  carry  on  concurrently 
with  dentistry ;  he  may  carry  on  an  oil  shop,  drug 
store,  or  a  grocer's,  newsvendor's,  or  builder's  business 
and  not  -be  interfered  with,  but  a  chemist  whose  name 
is  on  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  is 
prevented  from  exercising  his  profession  if  he  becomes 
registered  as  a  dentist  under  this  BiR.  This  is 
a  most  extraordinary  provision,  and  can  only  proceed 
from  the  contemptuous  spirit  which  the  Ministry  of  Health 
has  hitherto  exhibited  on  almost,  every  occasiron  when 
chemists'  interests  are  concerned.  This  penalising  of 
chemists  in  the  Bill  must  be  made  one  of  the  main  points 
of  attack.  Every  chemist  who  values  his  qualification — 
even  if  he  does  not  practise  dentistry — must  see  that  his 
registration  as  a  chemist  is  not  made  a  disadvantage  to 
him  by  Act  of  Parliament.  It  is  time  that  chemists' 
rights  were  respected,  even  by  Government  Departments,

and  we  hope  that  during  the  Parliamentary  recess,  when 
members  make  a  point  of  visiting  their  constituencies, 
cliemists  will  point  out  to  their  members  the  injustice 
which  the  Dentists  Bill  proposes  to  inflict  upon  chemists 
because  they  are  chemists.  With  the  purpose  of  the  Bill 
there-  is  less  to  concern  chemists.  If  it  is  necessary  to 
take  away  from  chemists  any  of  the  rights  they  possess 
at  present,  in  common  with  all  subjects  of  the  King,  to 
perform  dental  operations,  this  should  be  done  withou,t 
injustice  to  the  public  or  victimising  the  chemist.  It 
will  be  observed  that  every  care  is  taken  to  conserve  the 
interests  of  medical  practitioners,  but  scurvy  treatment 
is  given  to  the  many  chemists  who  have  expert  knowledge 
and  years  of  experience  in  tooth-extraction  and  the  adap- 
tation of  artificial  teeth.  It  is  necessary  for  chemists  to 
take  action  individually.  We  recommend  that  steps  be 
taken  at  once  to  get  in  touch  with  members  of  Parliament, 
and  that  when  Parliament  meets  again  on  February  15 
members  slnnilcl  receive  a  reminder  of  their  promises  at 
the  personal  interviews  which  we  hope  will  be  arranged 
within  the  next  six  weeks.  Persistency  is  needed  in  the 
campaign,  and  promises  to  oppose  the  penalising  pro- 
visions to  which  we  have  referred.  We  shall  be  glad  if 
our  subscribers  will  let  us  know  the  result  of  interviews 
or  correspondence  with  their  members  of  Parliament.  It 
is  proposed  to  apply  the  Act  to  the  who'e  of  the-  United 
Kingdom,  so  that  Scottish  and  Irish  chemists  must  add 
their  weight  to  that  of  English  and  Welsh  pharmacists 
in  opposing  the  Bill, 

Powers  of  Registered  Companies. 

The  extent  to  which  the  growth  of  johit-stock  companies 
as  trading  concerns  has  gone  of  recent  years  makes  the 
question  of  the  legal  position  of  such  companies  one  of 
special  interest  to  anyone  engaged  in  any  branch,  of 
industry.  The  shareholders  or  agents  of  a  company  are 
of  course  directly  interested  in  anything  which  concerns 
the  limits  of  the  company's  powers,  and'  the  interest 
equally  extends  to  anyone  who  has  or  proposes  to  liave 
dealings  with  the  company.  The  position  will  be  most 
easily  grasped  if  we  start  with  the  general  principle  that, 
on  the  registration  of  a  company,  a  new  legal  person  is 
created  having  the  attributes  of  a  natural  person,  with 
certain  exceptions.  The  company  can  acquire  rights  and 
also  become  subject  to  duties  as  a  natural  peison  may.  but 
the  extent  to  which  this  may,  happen  depends  on  the 
purpose  for  which  the  company  was  created'  as  set  out  in  its 
memorandum  of  association.  The  House  of  Lords  lias 
gone  so  far  as  to  lay  down  that  the  company  has  no 
existence  except  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  the 
memorandum.  Any  act  which  a  director  or  the  body  of 
directors  do  or  purports  to  do  outside  the  powers  of  the 
company  is  void,  or,  as  it  is  termed,  ultra  vires.  If  a 
person  were  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  an  agent  of  the 
company  for  an  object  Beyond  its  powers,  h^  would  not  be 
able  to  enforce  his  rights  under  the  contract,  even  if  those 
acting  for  the  company  were  to  agree  not  to  resist'his  suit 
to  enforce  the  claim.  Some  exceptions  on  general  prin- 
ciple are  made  to  this  legal  rule.  Thus,  if  fi,  company  lends 
money,  although  this  is  outside  the  objects  for  which  it 
was  formed,  it  may  sue  for  the-money,  and  if  it  actually 
pays- for  property  which  it  had  no  authority  to  purchase,  it 
is  entitled  to  keep  the  property.  The  memorandum  of 
association  is  therefore  of  vital  importance  to  the  relations 
of  anyone  having,  dealings  with  the  company.  And  as  the 
law  requires  the  memorandum  to  be  registered,  and  by 
this  means  made  accessible  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  inspect 
it,  a  person  who  has  relations  with  the  company  is  con- 


siderad  to  be  acting-  with  a  knowledge  of  the  limitations 
subject  to  which  the  company  can  legally  act.  One  result 
of  this  rule  deserves  notice.  If  a  person  were  to  receive 
money  or  other  property  of  a  company  from  the  directors 
or  other  of  the  company's  agents,' he  might  be  held  to  be  a 
trustee  of  the  property  and  bound  to  return  it  to  the 
company  if  in  fact  the  transfer  of  the  property,  to  him 
took  place  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the 
memorandum.  And  if  directors  purport  to  act  for  a  com- 
pany iiujiatters  beyond  its  powers,  they  themselves  become 
persoi;ally  liable  to  those  with  whom  they  entered  into 
relations  in  the  company's  name.  But  a  distinction  is 
made  in  one  case.  If  what  :  the  directors  did'  without 
authority  was  an  act  which  the  company  as  a  whole  was 
competent  to  do,  then  the  company  may  make  the  act 
valid  by  passing  a  resolution  ratifying  it.  The  question 
of  what  powers  a  company  has  is  almost  invariably  made 
difficult  by  the  practice  of  inserting  in  the  memorandum 
not  iiiily  specific  powers,  but  also  the  wide  general  powers 
wliic  h  are  described  as  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects 
for  which  the  company  is  formed.  The  words  giving 
tliese  general  powers  are  not  to  be  rea-d  independently 
They  have  to  be  interpreted  with  reference  to  the  specific 
powers  :  the  inemorandum  has  to  be  read  as  a  whole.  In 
applying  these  principles  to  find  whether  any  act  is  within 
the  powers  of  a  company,  it  is  the  practice  of  the  courts 
to  ask  first  what  is  th©  main  pui'pose  for  which  the  com- 
pany was  formed  ;  then  what  are  the  special  powers  in  the 
memorandum  for  the  carryifig  out  of  this  purpose;  and 
next,  if  the  act  is  outside  the  main  purpose  and  not  within 
the  special  powers,  is  it  nevertheless  incidental  to  the  main 
purpose— something  which  might  reasonably  be  done  for 
carrying  it  out?  If  so,  it  will  be  an  act  within  the  powers 
of  the  company.  The  cases  which  have  arisen  will  show 
how  these  rules  work  in  practice.  It  was  held'  that  an 
industrial  society  incorporated'  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
benefits  to  its  members  could  not  subscribe  to  a  strike 
fund.  On  the  other  hand,  an  insurance  company,  may 
lawfully  pay  more  on  a  claim  than  the  claimant  is  entitled 
to.  And  although  in  the  famous  Osborne  case  it  was 
laid  down  that  an  incorporated  benefit  society  of  railway 
servants  could  not  subscribe  money  to  a  fund  to  be  used 
to  pay  members  of  Parliament,  it  has  beeit  held  that  a 
company  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  trading  for  profit 
as  well  as  an  association  not  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
profit  may  award,  pensions  to  its  own  retired  officials. 
These  decisions  were  based  on  the  interpretation  put  on 
-the  company's  memorandum  in  each  case;  but  there  are 
certain:  acts  which  a.  company  may,  not  do  even  where  the 
memorandum  purports  to  authorise  them.  Thus  it  cannot 
issue  shares  at  a  discount,  nor  can  it  purchase  its  .own 
.shares,  or  pay  dividends  out  of  capital — except  under 
special  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Companies  Act.  Its 
power  to  spend  its  funds  in  litigation  is  etrictly  limited. 
A  company  cannot  as  a  rule  expend  money  in  connection 
with  legal  proceedings  to  which  it  is  not  a  party  ;  but  if 
one  of  its  servants  were  proceeded  against  for  damages  for 
a  libel  contained  in  a  statement  which  the  company  em- 
ployed him  to  make,  the  money  of  the  company  might  be 
used  to  pay.  his  costs.  The  duty  rests  on  the  directors  to 
see  that  there  is  no  misapplication  of  the  funds  of  the 
company.  If  dividends  are  paid  to  shareholders  out  of 
capital  the  directors  are  liable  to  be  called  upon  to  repay 
the  money  thus  paid  out.  And  in  general,  if  they  apply 
the  funds  of  the  company  in  any  way  which  the  law 
holds  to  be  ultra  vires  and  it  cannot  be  recovered  from 
the  person  to  whom  it  is  paid,  the  directors  are  liable  to 
the  company  for  the  loss. 
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The  Scientific  Control  of  New  Remedies. 

During  the  past  decade  medical  practitioners  of  all  coun- 
tries have  been  bewildered  by  the  endless  flow  of  new 
remedies.  The  genius  of  the  synthetic  chemist  has  been 
abnndantly  demonstrated  by  the  discovery  of  new  remedial 
agents,  each  marking,  or  presumed  to  mark,  some  improve- 
ment on  a  Temedy  already  in  use.  Small  wonder  that,  in 
view  of  the  often  conflicting  opinions  expressed  by  pro- 
fessional authorities  as  to  the  valne  of  many  of  these  pro- 
ducts, the  practitioner  should  impatiently  decry  them  all 
and  sundry.  The  demand  has  frequently  been  made  that 
some  recognised  central  body  should  undertake  the  .study  of 
these  innovations,  define  their  application,  and  also  supply 
inibiassed  data  conoerning  their  properties  and  mode  of 
action.  The  first  country  to  carry  this  oft-repeated  re- 
cjiiireinent  into  effect  is  Holland,  which  has  created  a 
rentral  institute  whose  duty  it  is  to  investigate  all  pro- 
posed new  remedies  and  place  the  results  at  the  disposal 
of  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions.  Details 
were  published  at  the  time  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  In  no  country 
has  this  demand  for  a  central  institute  been  more  insistent 
than  in  Germany,  which  has  been  mainly  responsible  for 
this  enormous  output  of,  new  synthetic  dT-ugs.  In  spite, 
however,  of  all  efforts,  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  pro- 
blem was  not  achieved.  In  191,2  the  German  Society  for 
Internal  jNIedicine  took  the  first  step  towards  introducing 
a  censorship  of  remedies  alreadj'  on  the  market.  A  com- 
mis-sion  was  appointed  to  examine  the  advertisements  in 
tlie  Austrian  and  German  medical  journals  and  to  decide 
whether  they  satisfied  certain  requirements.  The  numerous 
protests  which  followed  the  publication  of  the  classified 
lists  by  the  commission  led  to  the  abandonment -of  the 
scheme  in  the  following  year.  It  was  recognised  that  the 
mere  censorship  of  advertisements  is  an  ineffective 
measure ;  it  is  necessary  to  investigate  as  well  the  com- 
position and  therapeutic  value  of  these  preparations,  and  to 
prove  really  effective  this  work  could  only  be  inidertaken 
by  a  (government  institution.  The  American  Medical 
Association  has  for  many  years  undertaken  a  campaign 
against  nostrums,  publishing  the  r  esults  of  its  investigations 
in  its  Journal;  In  addition,  it  also  exerts  a  certain  censor- 
ship over  new  remedies  so  far'  as  their  chemical  composi- 
tion is  concerned,  but  does  not  undertake  ,  their 
pharmacological  study  as  a  routine  procedure.  Since  the 
creation  of  a  Government  institution  in  Germany  for  the 
control  of  ne*  remedies  is  out  of  the  question,  the  German 
Society  for  Internal  Medicine  has  now  elaborated  a  pro- 
gramme for  dealing  with  this  matter.  The  establishment 
is  proposed  of  a  "  German  board  for  th©  investigation 
of  remedial  agents."  The  investigation  is  not  to  be 
limited  to  the  chemical,  pharmaceutical,  and  pharmaco- 
logical study  of  each  remedy,  but  is  also  to  include 
thorough  clinical  tests,  in  order  to  establish  whether  the 
drug  constitutes  a  really  valuable  innovation,  and  to  ascer- 
tain as  well  its  possible  harmful  properties.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  tills  new  organisation  be  attached  to  the 
pharmacological  institute  of  the  Berlin  University,  and 
Professor  Heffter  has  declared  his  willingness  to  carry 
out  the  necessai-y  investigations.  The  first  remedies  to 
be  examined  on  the  above  lines  are  those  isSued  by  firms 
of  a  doubtful  professional  stattis,  and  those  acknowledged 
to  be  of  problematic  value,  in  order  to  establish  definitely 
the  exact  position  of  both  categories.  It  is  apparent  that 
the  scope  of  the  new  German  organisation  is  wider  than 
any  similar  movement  undertaken,  even  by  the  most  de- 
termined opponents  of  synthetic  products,  as  it  represents 
a  censorship  based  on   an  exhaustive  study,  including 


clinical  experience,  of  all  new  remedies,  and,  indeed,  oi' 
bodies  of  which  the ,  therapeutic  value  is  still  a  matter 
of  controversy.  The  publication  of  the  results  of  the 
■first  investigations  ruidertaken  by  the  new  organisation 
will  be  awaited  with  interest,  as,  in  view  of  the  .conflict- 
ing opinions  held  by  the  various  schools  of  medicine,  they 
are  not  likely  to  pass  unchallenged. 

German  Synthetic  Camphor. 

Among  the  G^cinnan  pateaits  placed  under  compidsory 
ad'rninistration  by  the  United  States  Government  during 
the  war. were  those  relating  to  the  production  of  synthetic 
camphor.  These  particuhir  patents  were  disposed  of 
by  the  Eeceiver  of  Enemy  Property,  and,  it  is  said,  the 
purchasers  found  it  impossible  to  work  them  satis- 
factorily without  the  assistance  of  the  original  owners. 
According  to  the  "  Frankfurter  Zeitung,"  the  purchasers 
have  approached  the  German  firms  concerned  with  a 
view  to  securhig'  the  benefit  of  the  latter 's  experience, 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  undertake  the  production  of 
artificial  camphor  in  the  United  States.  It  appears  that 
the  Sobering  Chemical  Co.  is  jointly  interested  with  a 
second  company,  in  the  patents,  and  "it  is  said  that  the 
experience  and  assistance  of  these  two  companies  are 
to  be  rendered  available  to  the  American  interests  in 
retui-n  for  the  payment  of  a  sum  in  cash  dollars  amount- 
ing to  six  figures.  The  amount  is  not  to  be  paid  in 
a  lump  sum,  but  is  to  be  distributed  over  a  period  of 
years.  We  may  add  that  it  is  no  uncommon  circum- 
stance for  German  patent  specifications  to  be  unwork- 
able from  a  practical  poinfof  view  by  third  parties  in 
Germany  or  other  countries,  unless  the  original  owners 
disclose  the  manufacturing  details  only  obtainable  by 
practical  experience.  The  truth  of  this  fact  was  found 
out  years  ago  by  our  armour-plate  firms  in  v  the  ease 
of  the  production  of  nickel-steel  armour-Dlate,  and  they 
v;ere;  therefore,  compelled  to  pay  the  Krupp  Co.  a  royalty 
of  from  10?.  to  15/.  per  ton  for  a  licence,  or,  rather,  for 
initiation  at  Essen  into  the  precise  details  of  manu- 
facturing the  nickel -plates,  without  which  the  specifica- 
tions were  of  no  value  for  the  production  of  plate  of 
the  quality  turned  out  at  Essen,  which  it  was  necessary 
for  our  firms  to  attain,  if  not  to  surpass. 

Poison  Schedule  Changes. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  changes  in  Schedule  A  of 
th©  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,,  1908,  which  come  intc 
force  on  January  3.  The  schedul'e  as  amended  is  printed, 
on  th(3  next  page.  The  changes  consist  in  the  addi- 
tion-to  Part  I.  of  diamorphine  and  ecgonine  and  all 
preparations  containing  a  tenth  per  cent,  (one  in  a 
thousand)  or  more  of  diamorphine  and  ecgonine.  and  an 
alteration  of  the  strength  of  coca  alkaloids  in  coca,  it.'-, 
preparations  and  admixtures,  to  a  tenth  jjer  cent.  ,  or  more. 
The  strength  of  morphine  in  opium  preparations  or 
admixtures  has  -been  altered  to  one-fifth  per  cent,  or 
more.  As  a  consequence  the  coca  entry  disappears  from 
Part  II.  The  other  alteration  in  Part  II.  has  been  the 
addition  of  zinc  chloride  and  its  liquid  preparations, 
which  have  to  be  sold  under  the  conditions  attached  to 
Part  II.,  except  when  preparations -are  to  be  used  for 
soldering  or  other  purely  industrial  preparations,  when  they 
must  be  sold  in  closed  vessels,  .labelled^  with  the  word 
"  Poisonous,",  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller,  a.nd  a 
notice  of  the  special  purpose  for  which  the  preparations 
are  intended.  This  entry  is  evidently  devised  upon  the 
lines  of  that  dealing  with  carbolic  acid,  but  it  will  be 
observed  that  it  is  so  worded  that  soldering  pastes,  as 
well  as  liquids,  containing  zinc  chloride  are  taken  out  of 
the  _  scliedule  provided  they  are  sold  and  labelled  as- 
specified.  Zinc  chloride  disinfectants  are  presumably  to 
be  labelled  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  although  it  may  be  that  "other  purely, 
industrial  '  purpose  "  jincludes  disinfection  in  certain 
circumstances.  No  definition  of  "purely  industrial  pur- 
pose "  has  been  given,  and  bearing  in  mind  that  the 
wording  emanates  from  a  Government  Department  which 
almost  certainly  takes  a  layman's  view  of  poison?  and 
their  uses,  it  is  impossible  to  define  the  meaning  exactly.

To  Amend  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  and  the  provisions  of 
the  Medical  Act,  1886,  amending  that  Act. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  INIajesty,  by 
and  with  tlie  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Prohibition  of  Practice  of  DRiitistry  by  U'lrcgistered 
Per.son.i. — 1. — (1)  No  person  shall,  unless  he  is  registered 
in  the  dentists  register  under  the  Dentists  Act.  1878  (in 
this  Act  referred  to  as  "  the  principal  Act  "J,  practise  or 
hold  himself  out,  whether  directly  or  by  implication,  as 
practising  or  as  being  prepared  to  practise  dentistry  for 
fee  er  reward. 

(2)  Any  person  who  acts  in  contravention  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  sectfion  shall,  in  respect  of  each  offence,  be 
liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  pounds. 

(3)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  operate  to  prevent — 
(«),  the  practice  of  dentistry  by  a  duly  qualified  medical 

practitioner;  or 

(b)  the  extraction  of  a  tooth  by  a  duly  registered  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  duly  registered  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, where  the  case  is  urgent  and  no  duly  qualified 
medical  practitioner  or  registered  dentist  is  available  and 
the  operation  is  performed  without  the  application  of  any 
general  or  local  anresthetic  ;  or 

('■)  the  performance  in  any  public  dental  service  of 
minor  dental  work  by  any  pei'son  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  a  registered  dentist  and  in  accordance  with 
conditions  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Dental  Board  to  be  established  under 
this  Act. 

(4)  This  section  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  ex- 
piration of  one  year  from  the  commencement  of  this  Act 
or  on  the  expiration  of  such  further  period  not  exceeding 
1;wo  years  as  His  Majesty  may  by  Order  in  Council  direct. 

Establishmient  and  Constitution  of  Dental  Board  and 
Appointment  of  Registrar.

(iii)  had  attained  the  age  of  twenty-three  years  before 
the  commencement  of  this  Act ;  and 

(b)  any  person  who  makes  an  application  in  that  belialf 
within  the  interim  period  and  satisfies  the  Board  that  he — 

(1)  is  of  good  character;  and 

(ii)  was  for  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  com- 
mencement of  this  Act  engaged  as  his  principal  means  of 
livelihood  in  the  occupation  of  a  deiital  mechanic  in  the 
British  Islands;  and 

(iii)  liad  attained  the  age  of  tw'enty -three  years  before 
the  commencement  of  this  Act ; 

and  who  within  two  years  from  the  commencement  of 
this  Act  passes  the  prescribed  examination  in  dental 
mechanics  and  within  ten  years  from  that  date  undergoes 
the  prescribed  training  and  passes  the  prescribed  examina- 
tion in  dentistry. 

(2)  Any  pel'son  who  satisfies  the  Board  that  he  was 
at  the  commencement  of  this  Act  engaged  as  his  principal 
means  of  livelihood  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  British 
Islands,  and  within  two  years  from  the  commencement 
of  this  Act  passes  the  prescribed  examination  in  dentistry, 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  the  regulations  under  this  sec- 
tion, be  treated  as  having  been  engaged  for  five  years 
immediately  preceding  the  commencement  of  this  Act  in 
the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  British  Islands  as  his 
principal  means  of  livelihood. 

(3)  Any  person  who  is  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical 
cliemist  or  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  and  who, 
if  so  required  by  the  Board,  gives  to  the  Board  the  pre- 
scribed undertaking  shall,  if  he  pi'oves  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Board  that  he  had  immediately  before  the  com- 
mencement of  this  Act  a  substantial  practice  as  a  dentist 
and  that  his  practice  included  all  usual  dental  operations, 
be  treated  for  the  purposes  of  the  regulations  under  this 
section  as  having  been  engaged  for  five  years  immediately 
]5receding  the  commencement  of  this  Act  in  the  practice 
of  dentistry  in  the  British  Islands  as  his  principal  means 
of  livelihood. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  subsection  the  expression  "the 
prescribed  undertaking  "  means  an  undertaking,  in  such 
form  as  may  be  prescribed,  to  the  effect  that  the  person 
giving  the  undertaking  will  within  five  years  from  the 
date  of  being  registered  under  the  principal  Act  cease  to 
exercise  the  profession  of  a  dentist  and  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist  concurrently,  or  to  such  other  effect  as  the 
Board  may  in  any  special  case  determine. 

If  any  person  registered  under  the '  principal  Act  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  tliis  subsection  fails  to  comply 
with  the  prescribed  undertaking  the  Board  shall  remove 
his  name  from  the  register. 

(4)  Tfie  Board  may  on  such  conditions  as  they  may  con- 
sider proper  dispense  in  the  case' of  any  person  with  any 
of  the  requirements  prescribed  by  the  regulations  made 
under  this  section  if  they  are  satisfied  that  that  person 
is  unable  to  satisfy  those  requirements  by  reason  of  having 
serve!  in  His  Majesty's  forces,  and  that  it  will  not  be 
prejudicial  to  the  public  interest  to  dispense  with  those 
requirements. 

(5)  A  person  entitled  to  be  registered  under  the  prin- 
cipal Act  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  by  reason  only  of  being  so  registered  be  entitled  to 
take  or  use  any  description  other  than  the  description  of 
dentist  or  dental  practitioner. 

Dented    Companies. — 4. — (1)    A   body    corporate  may

[a]  It  carries  on  no  other  business ;  and

Provided  that  where  any  director  or  manager  ot  any 
body  corporate  which  is  carrying  on  the  business  of  den- 
tistry at  the  commencement  of  this  Act  satisfies  the 
Board  within  the  interim  period  that  he  has  for  five 
years  immediately  preceding  the  commencement  of  tjiis 
\ct  been  acting  as  director  or  manager  of  any  such  body 
corporate,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be  entered  as  suqh  a 
director  or  manager  in  a  list  to  be  kept  by  ^he  registrar 
for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  and  if  so  entered  shall 
be  entitled,  notwithstanding  that  he  is  not  a  .registered 
dentist,  to  act  as  a  director  or  manager,  but  shall  not  by 
virtue  of  being  so  entered  be  entitled  to  practise  dentistry.

Dyestuffs  (Import  Regulation)  Act. 

This  Act  received  the  Royal  Assent  after  midnight  on 
December  23.  Shortly  afterwards  Parliament  prorogued 
mitil  February  15. 

Health  Insurance  Medicines. 

Mr.  Casey,  on  December  23,  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  whether  he  is  aware  that  Dr.  Ritchie  and  Dr. 
Allott,  of  Hoyland  Common,  near  Barnsley,  have  been 
informed  by  the  Wakefield  Insurance  Committee  that 
they  were  supplying  or  prescribing  a  quality  of  medicine 
to  panel  patients  which  was  too  expensive ;  that  Dr.  Allott 
lias  been  surcharged  a  sum  of  15/.  for  this  alleged  offence; 
that,  in  consequence  of  the  restrictions  imposed,  the 
doctors  have  notified  those  members  on  their  panel  thai 
in  future  they  will  be  tmable  to  supply  or  prescribe  the 
quality  of  medicine  which  in  their  opinion  is  necessary  in 
many  cases  under  their  care ;  and  what  action  he  pro- 
poses to  take  to  ensure  that  medical  men  are  able  to 
properly  discharge  their  duties  to  their  panel  patients  by 
being  permitted  to  prescribe  and  supply  that  which  is 
essential  to  a  speedy  recovery,  irrespective  of  what  is  the 
cost  of  the  drugs  used. 

Dr.  Addison  replied  that  he  is  having  inquiry  made. 
He  added  that  medical  benefit  under  the  Insurance  Acts 
includes  the  provision  of  "  proper  and  sufficient  medi- 
cines," and  no  doctor  can  be  surcharged  in  respect  of 
prescribing  unless  the  character  or  quantity  of  the  drugs 
is  "  in  excess  of  what  may  reasonably  be  necessary  for 
the  adequate  treatment  of  his  insured  patients."  and  then 
only  on  the  report  of  the  Panel  Committee,  consisting  of 
doctors  elected  by  the  Insurance  practitioners^  for  the 
area.  Any  local  decision  to  surcharge  a  doctor  is  subject 
to  appeal'to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


German  News. 


Opium  Regulations. — ^.\t  its  sitting  of  December  17, 
1920,  the  German  Reichstag  passed  the  Government's; 
Bill  to  regulate  the  sale  of  opium  and  narcotic  drugs  on 
the  basis  of  the  Hague  agreement  of  1912,  an  obligation 
imposed  upon  Germany,  by  Article  295  of  the  Peace 
Treaty,  -which  required  that  country  to  adhere  to  the  inter- 
national Opium  Convention  within  twelve  months  of 
the  enforcement  of  the  Peace  Treaty.  In  pre- 
senting the  Bill  the  'Government  stated  that,  prior 
to  the  war,  Germany  had  no  reason  to  introduce 
new  legislation  restricting  the  sale  of  these  nar- 
cotics. The  Imperial  Government  had  signed  the 
Hague  agreement'  at  the  time,  but  had  not  ratified'  it. 
During  the  war  the  prescribing  of  morphine  and  cftcaine 
assumed  such  dunensions  as  to  constitute  abuse,  and  this 
induced  the  issue  of  a  decree,  March  22,  1917,  whereby 
wholesalers  were  permitted  to  supply  opium  and  other 
narcotics  to  pharmacies  only,  and  to  other  undertakings 
only  if  in  possession  of  a  special  permit.  This  decree 
'hadi  been  issued  to  protect  the- public  health,  but  in  the 
course  of  time,  when  it  became  impo.ssible  to  obtain 
supplies,  economy  in  dealing  with  the  available  stocks  of 
opium,  etc.,  was  effected  by  a  more  stringent  control  of 
the  uses  made  of  these  drugs.  Stocks  of  opium,  etc., 
held  by  v/holesalers  and  pharmacists  had  to  be  declared. 
A  fresh  supply  of  narcotics  was  only  obtainable  by  means 
of  a  special  licence,  to  be  obtained  from  the  Opium  Dis- 
tribution Office.  In  the  new  Bill  all  these  safeguards  have 
been  retained,  particularly  the  last  one,  whereby  holders 
of  a  permit  to  deal  in  narcotics  can  obtain  supplies  only 
after  previous  application,  in  every  single  instance,  for  a 
permit  from  the  Opium  Office,  and  only  for  the  stated 
amount. 

The  German  Chemical  Industry. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
"Union  of  Common  Interests  of  Manufacturers  of  Dye- 
stuffs  (including  the  B'^dische  Anilin  and  Soda  Works, 
Bayer  &  Co.,  the  Aktien-Gesellschaft  fiir  Anilinfabrika- 
tion,  the  dye  works  of  Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining,  Leopold 
Cassella,  Kalle  &  'Co.,  Weiler-ter-Mer,  and  the  chemical 
"works  of  Griesheim)  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  existing 
contract  between  the  members,  -which  expires  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1955,  until  December  31,  1999.  Privy  Councillor 
Dr.  Duisberg  (the  Bayer  Co.)  addressed  the  meeting  as 
follows  ; 

The  future  will  prove  very  difficult  for  the  dyes  industry. 
In  the  first  place,  this  inidustvy  in  America  has  been  cofi- 
solidated,  whereby  the  number  of  works  and  .the  capital 
invested  exceeds  very  considerably  the  total  capital  invested 
in  the  German  dye  industry.  In  America  co-operation  has 
oJso  taken  place,  since  the  entire  production,  from, that  of 
coal  to  that  of  the  dyes,  has  been  united  in  one  great  trusts 
C<>mpetition  will  certainly  be  carried  to  tlie  utmost  extent 
(to  the  knife),  and  will  inidoubtedly  force  German  manu- 
facturers to  give  up  all  hope  of  securing  a  market  for  a 
very  considerable  proportion  of  their  output. 

The  firms  forming  the  anilin  concern  have  concluded  a 
new-  agreement  creatin.g,  with  a  joint  capital  of 
500,000,000m.,  contribiited  in  a  fixed  ratio  by  all  par- 
ticipants, a  new  undertaking  to  be  known  as  the  "  Am- 
moniakwerke  Merseburg,  Oppaii  G.m.b.H.,"  a  limited 
liability  company  with  its  headquarters  in  Ludwigshafen, 
which  -will  acquire  from  the  Badische  Anilin  and  Soda 
Works  tlie  latter's  ammonia,  works  in  jNIerseburg  and  in 
Oppan,  as  -\vell  as  the  gypsum  -works  at  Neckarzimmern 
and  Niedersachswerfen.  At  the  present  time  the  ammonia 
works  at  Oppau  are  working  to  their  full  capacity,  with  an 
output  of  100,000  tons  of  nitrogen.  During  the  war  the 
German  .Government  decided  to  erect  the  Leuna.  plant  near 
Merseburg,  with  an  initial  output  of  120.000  tons  of  nitro- 
gen, and  this  establishment  is  to  be  enlarged,  so  that  its- 
total  output  will  amount  to  200,000  tons  of  nitrogen.  In 
less  than  la  year's  time  the  total  output  controlled  by  the 
new  concern  will  aggregate  300.000  tons  of  nitrogen,  an 
amount  considerably  in  excess  of  the  total  production  in 
Germany  of  nitrogen,  also  including  the  importation  of 
Chile  saltpetre,  so  that  the  entire  requirements  in  nitrogei^ 
of  German  agriculture  and  industry  are  fidlv  assured.

Pharmaceutical  Committees. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  sent  out  a  circular  to 
the  secretaries  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  regarding 
the  proposal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  extend  the  term 
of  office  of  the  Committees,  suggesting ythat  the  Com- 
mittees should  consider  the  cjuestion  of  extending  the  term 
until  June  30,  1921,  and  also  whether  at  the  next  election 
the  term  of  office  should  be  three  years. 


Economy  in  Prescribing. 

The  Scott-ish  Board  of  Health  has  issued  a  memo^ 
randum  on  the  prescribing  of  drugs  by  Insurance  service 
practitioners  designed  to  stimulate  Panel  Committees  and 
other  statuory  bodies  concerned  to  exercise,  not  only 
in  the  interest  of  economy,  but  in  the  interest  of  the 
health  of  insured  ])ersons.  a  more  stringent  check  on 
excessive  prescribing.  Reference  is  specially  made  to  the 
use  of  sweetening  .and  flavouring  agents  as  tending  co 
foster  the  drug  habit.  Medical  opinion,  it  is  pointed  out, 
is  directly  opposed  to  the  lavish  use  of  di'ugs,  and  the 
memoranclum  quotes  the  statement  made  early  this  year 
by  Sir  T.  Clifford  Allbutt,  K.C.B.,  President  of '  the 
British  Medical  Association,  who  urged  as  an  important 
reason  why  the  profession's  claim  for  increased  remunera- 
tion should  be  granted,  the  necessity  for  educating  the 
population  out  of  the  habit  of  taking  drugs.

'  Soda  Crystals  are  not  in  much  demand,  makers'  offer- 
ing at  71.  per  ton  carriage  paid  for  home  trade ;  some 
lots  on  the  open  market  are  obtainable  at  about  8/.'  j)er 
ton. 

Soda  Sulphide  ex  works  is  offered  at  about  35/.  per 
ton  in  casks,  but  there  is  no  great  demand ;  foreign 
material  is  quoted  at  about  37/.  c.i.f. 

Sodium  Bicarbonate  is  offering  freely  on  a  quiet 
market  at  9/,.  (home)  and  11/.  per  ton  for  refined  material 
(export). 

Sodium  Bichromate  is  quiet,  with  values  about  the 
same  at  lO-^-rf.  per  lb.

Italian  Drug  and  Chemical  Marl<ets. 

Geiwa,  December  '22. 

T'he  Italian  drujj  and  chemical  markets  not  only  reflected 
during-  December  the  effects  of  the  industrial  crisis  in  Italy, 
but  also  the  effects  of  the  reductions  in  price  that  took 
place  abroad,  and  very  few  contracts  were  made.  Such 
reductions  were  felt  all  the  more  owing  to  a  furtlier  increase 
in  wages  .arranged  in  the  different  brianches  of  the  Italian 
chemical  jndusti-y,  and  to  a.  further  increase  in  the  foreign 
exchange,  whereby  the  English  pound  rose  from  a  vaJue 
of  lire  95.06  to  a  value  of  lire  100  and  above;  the  value 
of  the  U.S.  dollar  rose  from  lire  27.10  to  lire  30.00,  and  the 
value  of  the  French  franc  from  lire  1.65  to  lire  1.75.  The 
consumers  placed  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  centres 
of  arrival  and  distribution  of  the  foreign  and  national 
products  benefited,  however,  very  littlci  from  ■  the  new 
prices,  as  the  overland  tiiansportation  e-xpenses  have  in- 
crea.sed  by  300  per  cent,  over  pre-war  nates  through  new^ 
dLspositions  of  the  Italian  State  railways.  A  Royal  decree 
issued  during  December  authorised  the  Customs  to  consent 
directly  to  the  exportation  of  all  those  medicinal  products 
in  small  glass  bottles  for  hypodernrio  use,  oven  if  they 
contained  alkaloids.  Negotiations  were  initiated  between 
the  Italian  and  (.leitnan  Governments  for  establishing  new 
and  more  favourable  importation  and  exportation  tariffs, 
and  if  the  desii'ed  concessions  are  obtained  the  exports  of 
chemicars,  drugs,  and  pharmaceutical  products  from  Ger- 
many to  Italy  will  receive  a  still  further  development  than 
the  present,  contributing  also  to  reduce  further  the  prices, 
owing  especially  to  the  low  German  e'xchange  and  other 
special  facilitations,  AV^th  the  idea  ,  of  regenerating  the 
former  commercisrl  freedom,  th'e  General  Commissioner  for' 
Provisions  issued  special  dispositions.  These  arranged  that 
all  firms  who  consumed  during  January-February  1920  more 
than  a  ton  per  month'  of  sugar  for  industrial  purposes  will 
no  longer  be  obliged  to.  have  recourse  for  their  requirements 
to  the  Italian  State,  but  can  procure  their  needs  directly 
from  the  Consortium  for  Industrial  Sugar  Supplies  in  Turin, 
or  directly  from  abroad  on  conditions  already  arranged. 
The  quantity  of  sugar  for  which  the  firms  can  obtain 
delivery  will  be  25  per  cent,  above  what  they  could  obtain 
formerly  from  the  Italian  Government,  and  they  can  arrange 
for  six  months'  supplies.  During  the  last  financial  year 
(1919-1920)  the  Italian  Government  had  under  its  monopoly 
coffee  representing  lire  335,305,016,  purchased  at  lire  6,84C 
per  ton  :  50,330  tons  of  the  above  coft'ee  was  sold  for 
lire  332,905,975,  or  lire  10,970  per  ton.  leaving  a  stock  of 
18,674  tons,  which  was  sold  at  lire  8,160  per  ton.  Tlip. 
monopoly  of  coffee  surrogates  exercised  by  the  Italian 
Government  lias  given  so  far  vei-y  poor  results,  owing  espe- 
cially to  the  policy  a<dopted,  which  consists  in  giving  artifi- 
cial support  to  the  different  works  producing  substitutes, 
compelling  the  consumers  to  purchase  good  and  bad  pro- 
ducts. From  the  statement  of  a  senator,  Italy  cultivates  at 
present  over  800  hectares  of  ground  exclusively  with  flowers, 
a  portion  of  which  is  employed  for  producing  essential  oils, 
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while'  the  rest  is  destined  for  sale  on  the  different  marliets 
and  in  the  different  flower-shops  throughout  the  peninsula. 
Over  lire  30,000,000  of  flowers  are  exported  annually,  and 
from  October  to  April  trains  leaving-  the  city  of  Venti- 
iTiiglia,  at  the  French  frontier,  with  the  flowers  collected  at 
Bordighera,  -Ospedaletti,  San  Remo,  Taggia,  and  Riva 
Ligure.  The  exportation  would  be  larger  if  the  .exporters 
had  not  to  combat  vei-y  high  imporj^ation  tariffs,  especially 
in  Germmny.

The  stock  of  chemicals  has  been  reduced  to  an 
appreciable  extent  as  the  result  of  the  efforts  made  by  manu- 
facturers and  merchants,  and  business  on  a  small  scale  is 
taking  place.

Italian  Olive  Oil  Crop. 

Genoa,  December  tt. 
The  collection  of  the  olives,  although  greatly  obstructed  by 
bad  weather  during  December,  terminated  in  gome 
Puglian  and  Sicilian  centres,  ~iand  was  initia.t«d  in  some 
other  parts  of  Italy,  whei-e  the  'fruits  mature  later.  The 
prices  paid  for  olives  at  Barletta  and  Bari  were  lire  1,800 
to  lire  2,400  per  ton,  and  in  this  instance  their  ciuality  was 
found  to  be  excellent.  In  the  provinces  of  Lecco  and  Bari 
there  was  great  dissatisfaction  with  the  producers  owing 
to  the  authorities  having-  refused  to  grant  importation  per- 
mits if  the  requirements  of  the- local  consumers  were  not 
fir.st  satisfied.  No  permission  was,  however,  necessary  for 
making  expnrtations  of  30  kilos,  for  family  consumption, 
and  a  vi  i'y  large  ti'.ade  would  have  been  done  in  this  direc- 
tibn  if  tlx'  Italian  State  railways  had  not  rendered  it 
impossible  through  their  high  freights  and  the  non- 
guarantee  of  rapid  delivery.  Although  as  a  whole 
the  production  of  olive  oil  will  be  small  this  year, 
from  assertions  made  in  the  Italian  Chamber  of  Deputies 
it  appears  that  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  demands  of  the 
country,  and  may  even  permit  of  certain  exports.  In  the 
centres  of  production  an  "  overprice  "  above  tha.t  fixed  by 
the  Italiaat  Government  was  demanded,  which  fluctuated 
from  lire  50  to  lire  100.  This  "  overprice,"  in  order  to  avoid 
trouble,  was  left  out  on  the  invoices,  and  was  paid  in 
anticipation.  The  Government  price  for  olive  oil  was 
lire  13,000  per  ton  throughout  the  whole  month.  This  price, 
which,  treats  olive  oils  of  different  kinds  as  if  they  wore' 
only  of  one  cjuality,  meets  with  great  disapproval  from 
producers  and  consumers.

to  only  6,614  lb.  of  cured  beans. 
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Russian  Santonin. 

The  "  Grosshaudels-Zeituiig."  iu  an  article  dealing-  with 
Russian  santonin  statistics,  states,  that  the  production  of 
santonin  is  controlled  by  the  partner's  'of  the  Santonin  Co. 
in  Russia,  which  in  turn  is  uiider  th©  supervision  of  the 
heirs  of  J.  J.  Ivanow,  in  Tiashlcend.  Prior  to  the  war  the 
entire  production  was  sent  to  Germany  for  purification,  and 
Germany  returned  to  Russia  annually  a.bout  15  poods  of 
purified  santonin  to  meet  the  Russian  requirements.  Con- 
seqCientJy  Russia  held  the  monopoly  of  production  and 
Germany  that  of  distribution.  Since  the  outbreak  of  war 
the  santonin  was  exported  to  England.  The  following- 
amounts  of  santonin  -were  exported  tO'  Germany  :

Tire  Frencli  Dyestuff  Industry. 

The  French  Association  of  Producers  and  Consumers  for 
the  development  of  the  dyestuff  industry  in  FrAnoe  has 
published  a  report,  in  whiph  it  is  stated  that  from  July 
to  December  1919  the  Association  did  everything  in  its 
power  to  provide  French  consumers  with  the  neces-?ary 
supplies  of  dyestuffs,  either  by  purchase  in  Gernmny  or  by 
monetary  grants  to  Frencli  manufacturers,  in  order  to  assist 
the  latter  to' develop  this  ■  industry.  During  that  period 
1,095  tons  of  dyes  were  purchased  in  Germany  directly  by 
the  Association,  and  in  view  of  the  urge-nt  necessity  of 
obtaining-  supplies  as  quickly  as  possible  the  Association 
was  unable  to  enter  into  protracted  negotiations  as  to 
prices.  However,  it  succeeded  in  persuading  the  Germans 
to  quoto  in  French  currency  in>stead  of  in  Swiss  francs,  a 
very  valuable  concession  in  view  of  the  decline  in  the  French 
currency  compared  with  the  Swiss.  The  nianufa,cturing 
districts  of  Tourcoing  and  Roubaix  were  particularly  con- 
sidered, and  received  a  total  of  323,000  kilos.,  while  the 
other  industrial  centres  received  the  following-  amounts 
allotted  :  Alsace,  142,000  kilos.-;  Paris,  51,000  kilcs.  :  Lvons, 
31,000  kilos.  ;  Rouen,  29,000  kilos.  ;  the  Vosges,  37,000  kilos.  ; 
and  the  remainder,  71,000  kilos,  together.  It  was  only  in 
October  1919  that  the  firs't  delivery  of  German  dyes  under 
the  Treaty  of  Versailles  was'  made,  and  of  the  5,200  tons 
delivered  to  thfi  Allies,  France  received  1,000  tons,  which 
were  distributed  to  the  French,  consuriiers  during  the  presen*-. 
year.  The  efforts  cf  the  Association  to  develop  the  French 
dyestuff  industry  have  so  far  proved  successful,  and 
numerous  new  plants  have  been  erected,  while  existing 
establishments  have  l)een  equipped  -with  up-to-date  plant; 
in  addition,  the  manufacture  of  new, products  has  been  intro- 
duced, pai-tieularly  of  special  preparations,  with  a  view  to 
making-  the  country  independent  of  foreign  supplies.  During 
the  nast  year  the  output  of  the  French  dyestuff  works  bias 
steadily  increased,  as  is  apparent  from  the  follovv'ing  figures  : 
June,  174.724:  Julv.  231.540;  August,  270,681;  September, 
326,819:  October,  441,140;  November,  409,679;  December, 
612,700  kilos.  These  figures  afford  an  interesting  indication 
of  the  requirements  in  dyes  of  the  French  industries.  ^

Bandoeng  Quinine  Factory.

COMmN.!\TION. 

Bexsinning  with  January  1,  1920,  operations  were  ■  ider- 
tiaken  jointly  on  behalf  of  the  three  associated  far,'  ries, 
which  also,  took  over  jointly  all  deliveries.  The  purc  sase 
of  bark,  the*  working  of  the  factories,  and  the  sale  of  all 
products  manufactured  were  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the 
joint  account,  under  the  superintendenc-e  of  a  Commission 
of  five' persons.  The  profit  realised  was  divided  among-  the 
three  factories  on  the  basis  of  three-eighths  each  to  the 
Dutch  Quinine  Factory  and  to^  the  Bandoeng-  factory,  and 
two-eig-hthf!  to  the  Amsterdam  Quinine  Factory.  For  the 
use  of  their  plant  the  Bandoeng  factory  receives  an  annual 
allowance  of  100,000  florins,  while  the  Dutch  as  -well  as 
the  Amst«rdami  factories  each  receive  20,COOfl.  The  expenses 
for  upkeep,  new  buildings,  insurance,  renewals,  and  taxes 
are  ohaj'ged  to  the  joint  account.  All  participant®  receive 
an  annual  interest  of  6  per  cent,  on  the  amount  invested 
in  the  joint  undertaking. 


Extension. 

The  factories  of  the  three  companies  are  to  be  used  to 
the  utmost  of  their  capacity ;  hence  it  is  proposed  not  to 
confine  operations  solely  to  the  manufacture  of  cjuinino 
salts,  but  also  to  undertake  the  production  o£  other 
chemicals,  and  to  trade  ill  the  latter. 

Peopekty. 

The  capital  of  the  company  amounts  tO'  oiJy  700,000  florins, 
■a  sum  which  is  inadequate  to  meet  all  the  obligations 
arising-  out  of  the  new  contract.  In  the  Ba.ndoeng-  factory 
and  buildings,  alone  the  sum  of  l,400,COOfl.  has  been 
invested,  while  the  Bandoeng-  factory  is  expected  to  partici- 
pati'  in  the  combine  to  the  extent  of  two  to  two  and  a-half 
million  florins.  Up  to  the  present  it  had  l^een  unnecessai-y 
to  call  for  more  oa,pital,  as  sufficient  funds  -were  always 
available  to  meet  new  expenses.  The  board  has  placed  on 
one  side  resei-ves  totalling-  3,59O,0O0fl.,  particularly  to  meet 
the  charges  for  war  taxation  and  as  an  extra  reserve,  so 
that  it  will  be  in  a  position  to  continue  working  -without 
appealing-  for  fresh  capital,  and  in  addition  will  be  able 
to  meet  all  obligations  and  keep  the  stock  of  bark  and  of 
quinine  at  the  old  figures.  All  the  old  stocks  in  hand, 
dating  back  to  1913,  and  even  earlier,  have  been  liquidated. 

Figures. 

Although  liy  a  coincidence  the  amount  of  stock  in  hand 
was  exactly  the  same  a,t  the  end  of  1919  as  at  the  end  of 
the  foregoing  year — 129.000  kilos.-  the  value  was  very 
different.  In  1918  it  figured  at  695,128.9911.,  but  in  1919 
it  represented  1,616, 376.91fl.,  a  profit  of  921,247.09fl.,  realised 
on  the  stock  alone.  The  total  amount  of  cinchona  bark 
dealt  -with  by  the  factory  a.g-gregiated  445,000  kilos,  of  quinine 
sulph.ate,  which  has  been  booked  to  the  profit  and  loss 
account  at  ll,950,543.3fl.  The  cost  of  manufacture  in- 
creased during-  the  year  under  report,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  following-  comparisons  (in  florins)  :

The  cost  of  erecting  new  buildings  and  enlaiging  the  exist- 
ing plant,  entailed  an  expenditiue  of  468,519.18fl.,  while 
the  new  machinery  acquired  cost  475,183.55fl.  The  factory 
now  possesses  twenty-five  dwelling-houses  for  housing-  its 
European  p<  rson7icl,  representing  a  value  of  444,462.79fl.  : 
ten  now  houses  have  been  added  during  the  year.  No 
writing-off  on  buildings  and  machinery  has  been  placed 
to  account  for  this  year. 

BAL.4NCE. 

The  profit  and  loss  account  closes  witli  a  balance  of 
4,000, OOOfl.  Taxation  figures  at  l,979,515.30fl.,  of  which 
l,436,340fl.  represents  war  tax. 

Division  of  Peofits.. 
According-  to  the  statutes  of  the  company,  if  possible, 
interest  at  th©  rate  of  6  per  cent,  is  to  bo  paid  on  the 
capital.  Of  the  excess  amount  which  may  be  available  for 
distribution  at  least  9,  and  not  more  tliaji  11,  per  cent,  is 
to  be  carried  to  the  reserve  fund ;  10  per  cent,  to  the 
founders;  7^  per  cent,  to  the  director;  7^  per  cent,  to-  the 
joint  commissaries;  at  least  64,  and  at  the  most  66,  per 
cent,  to  th©  shareholders.  The  amount  paid  out  as  dividend 
to  the  latter  consequently  aggregated  2,992,689fl.,  and  tli© 
sum  allotted  to  the  founders  amounted  to  395,800fl.  The 
board  proposes  that  the  sum  of  2, 100, OOOfl.  .(from  th©  divi- 
dend to  be  paid  out)  should  be  employed  as  payment  on 
2,000  )i referential  shares,  each  <)f  1,00011.,  and  of  the  divi- 
dend to  be  paid  to  the  founders,  to  set  aside  300, OOOfl.  for 
th©  ci-eatlon  of  400  preferential  shares,  each  of  l,000fl., 
which  are  to  be  allotted  tO'  th©  shareholders  and  founders 
respectively ;  however,  should  the  latter  prefer  to  receive 
payment  in  cash  in  lieu  of  these  new  preferential  shares, 
the  latter  will  be  taken  over  at  par  by  the  board.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  these  new  preferential  shares  aliall  bear  a  fixed 
rate  of  interest,  and  consequently  be  less  influenced  by 
market  fluctuations  than  is  the  oaso  -with  the  ordinary 
shares.  This  is  to  be  assured  by  the  creation  of  a  strong- 
reserve  £und.  Compared  with  the  importancfe  of  the  com- 
pany's undertaking  th©  ordinary  share  capital  is  very  small, 
tlierefore  the  prospects  of  profit  are  great. 

Mexican  Vanilla. — lii-JMexico  over  50,000  people  are 
employed  in  the  cultivation  of  vanilla — one  of  the  most 
important  of  the  country/s  minor  industries.  During 
1919,  197,403  kilos,  of  vanilla,  valued  at  2,333,264  pesos, 
were  exported. 
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The  Dentists  Bill. 

Sib,,— We  iiow  have  the  text  of  the  Government  Bill  for 
amendmg  the  Dentists  Act,  and,  as  was'  expected,  it  is 
•aimed  directly  and  specifically  at  the  practiee  of  dentistry 
by  chemists,  so  that  if  it  passes  through  Parliament  no 
chemist  in  future  will  be  allowed  to  take  out  teeth,  except 
in  very  remote  districts  on  urgent  occasions,  under  a 
penaJty  of  lOOZ.  Prohibition  of  .practice  has  already  had 
two  precedents,  viz.  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  and  the 
Venereal  Disease  Act,  1917,  neither  of.  which  is  quite 
applicable  in  the  present  instance ;  but  prohibition  of  the 
conjoint  practice  of  two  professions  is  a  new  departure 
in  legislation,  and  it  is  a'  great  pity  that  the  promoters 
have  thought  fit  to  imperil  a  good  Dental  Bill  by  inserting 
such  an  innovation.  The  effect  of  this  Bill  is  to  divide 
chemists  into  two  classes.  Those  who  have  in  the  past 
depended  upon  pharmacy  and  dentistry  for  their  livelihood 
will  be  obliged  to  forsake  one  or  the  other,  and  unless 
they  are  able  to  prove  that  their  dental  practice  is 
"substantial"  (whatever  that  is  interpreted  to  mean) 
they  -will  be  immediately  debarred  from  dentistry  as  soon 
as  the  Act  comes  into  operation.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
they  have  a  "  substantial  practice  "  they,  will  be  put  on 
the  Register  and  given  five  years  in  which  to  decide 
whether  to  give  up  dentistry  or  pharmacy.  There  is, 
however,  a  couces.^ion  beyond  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee's Report  in  that  the  proposed  Dental  Board  may 
consider  any  special  case.  The  Chemists'  Dental  Society 
has  already  put  its  position  very  clearly  before  the  authori- 
ties, and  this  new  concession  has  undoubtedly  been  in- 
serted in  consequence.  Before,  however,  a  definite 
acceptance  of,  or  opposition  to,  this  condition  is  decided 
upon  everyone  interested  should  seriously  consider  whether 
he  is  prepared  and  able  to  adapt  his  business  accordingly  ; 
and  if  not,  will  he  submit  to  the  Dental  Board's  decision 
of  his  case  ?  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  hardship 
will  be  entailed  on  a  considerable  number  of  chemists, 
who,  although  their  dental  practice  has  not  been  sub- 
stantial," have  nevertheless  in  numbers  of  cases  been  able 
to  pay  their  rent,  and  perhaps  more,  by  doing  extractions 
only.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to  these,  and  the 
official  view  is  that  by  paying  more  attention,  to  pharmacy 
proper,  or  other  side-lines,  they  will  be  able  to  make  goc.d 
their  loss,  which  of  course  depends  upon  circumstances  . 
over  which  the  chemist  has  not  entire  control.  On  the 
other  hand,  those  over  the  "substantial"  line  of 
demarcation  will  be  compelled  to  sacrifice  their  pharma- 
ceutical qualification  and  "dispose  of  their  pharmacy  within 
five  years.  Numbers  of  chemists  have  already  voluntarily  " 
given  up  pharmacy  for  dentistry,  but  only  in  those  cases 
where  they  have  been  quite  certain  that  it  would  be 
profitable  to  do  so ;  and  those  who  are  on  the  borderline 
or  are  absolutely,  dependent  upon  the  pharmacy  to  dssist 
them  in  making  a  living  will  be  bound  to  suffer  a  loss. 
An  acknowledgment  of  the  injustice  to  chemists  is  the 
fact  that  five  years  is  given  with  the  object  of  softening 
the  blow,  and  this  is  thougbt  to  -be  sufficient  jn  tile 
majority  of  ca.s'es.  The  reason  for  opposition  is  definite 
and  clear,  as  we  have  :  (1)  Prohibition  of  the  right  to 
extract  teeth  without  the  slightest  compensation  or 
acknowledgment  of  vested  interests,  and  (2)  compulsory 
deprivation  of  the  pharmaceutical  qualification  after  five 
years,  in  return  for  being  put  on  a  Register  with  the 
other  unqualified.  A  thousand  Registers  will  not  make  a 
man  a  good  chemist  or  dentist,  and,  those  who  go  on  the  ' 
new  Register  will  still  remain  unqualified  men.  If  a  man 
has  a  qualification  or  registrable  right  to  practice  in  two 
professions  he  should  certainly  be  allowed  t-o  continue 
both  of  them  if  he  thinks  it  necessary  to  make  a  livelihood  ; 
and  compulsorily  depriving  a  man  of  his  pharmaceutical 
qualification  simply  because  he  is  legally  and  lawfully 
also  carrying  on  a  dental  practice  is  absolutely  inexcusable.

Tropical  Clinics  Prescriptions. 

SiE, — The  irregularities  in  the  issue  of  prescriptions 
imder  the  Tropical  Diseases  Clinic  reported  to  the  North 
British  Branch  (C.  dj  D.,  II.,  1920,  p.  1574)  are  similar 
to  those  we  have  to .  contend  with  in  the  South.  The 
favourite  practice  here  is  to  write  on  the  script,  "Repeat 
three  times,"  thus  supplying  the  patient  with  four  bottles 
of  medicine,  each  sufficient  for  a  week,  and  ensuring  that 
the  patient  only  goes  to  the  clinic  once  a  month..  This 
practice  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  a  distinct  breach  of  the 
ruling  that  repeats  are  discontinued.  Some  patients  are 
still  under  the  impression  that  they  are  compelled  to  go 
to  a  particular  shop  with  the  pink  f  orms^  and  it  is  difficult 
to  assure  them  that  it  is  not  so.  The  reason  for  instinict- 
ing  a  patient  to  take  the  duplicate  to  his  panel  doctor 
is  not  so  obvious,  but  it  is  possibly  to  provide  the  doctor 
with  a  copy  from  which  he  can  order  the  same  medicine 
on  a  panel  script.  In  one  respect  the  Scottish  pharmacists 
are  better  off  than  we  are,  and  that  is  with  regard  to  the 
pricing  of  scripts.  I  see  that  they  send  their  forms  to 
the  usual  pricing  and  checking  bureau,  but  in  the  South 
ours  are  sent  to  the  Pensions  Bureau",  and  any  checking 
will  have  to  be  done  by  ourselves.

•  Dispensing  Chemists'  Responsibilities. 

SiE, — The  recent  conviction  in  the  dispensing  case  at 
Leeds  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  to  pharmacists,  and  in 
my  view  something  should  be  done  by  the  profession 
generally  to  put  these  matters  on  a  better  footing.  For 
twenty-five  years  it  has  been  my  lot  to  make  frequent 
use  of  nebulisers,  washes,  unci  drops,  etc.,  for  nose,  throat, 
and  ears,  so  that  I  know  something  of  the  usual  remedies 
prescribed,  and  have,  of  course,  dispensed  many  such  for 
others.  For  the  nose  and  ears  the  remedies  are  often 
far  from  perfect  from  the  pharmaceutical  point.  One 
of  the  oldest  remedies,  and  often  suggested  by  doctors, 
is  "sweet  oil  and  laudanum."  The  oil  and  tincture  do 
not  mix  well,  and  can  scarcely  be  called  a  scientific 
combination.  The  result  in  the  hands  of  an  un- 
tutored person  must  be  that  the  remedy  cannot  be  applied 
in  its  correct  p)roportions.  In  my  experience,  and  I 
write  with  knowledge  of  ear  and  nose  specialists,  and 
so  on,  the  remedies  used  are  not  many  in  number,  and 
I  believe  they  are  all  defective  from  the  view 
of  the  dispenser.  Here  is  one  :  "  S.V.R.  and  Ac.  Boracic." 
I  have  had  this  ordered,  5ss.  to  55s.  of  spirit.  Of  course 
the  acid  will  not  dissolve,  exeept  with  heat.  This 
should  be  inserted  "warm,"  therefore  the  label  come.s' 
off,  as  the  only  way  to  en,sure  a  clear  solution  is  to 
place  the  vial  in  a  cup  of  hot  water;  one  uses,  of  coiu'se, 
one  .of  the  "droppers  "  sold  for  the  purpose,  and  which 
is  warmed  at  the  saine  time.  It  is  a  point  to  rememb*'- 
that  no  remedies  at  all  "  strong  "  should  be  used  for  nose 
or  ear,  and  that  all  should  be  used  at  or  near  body-tem- 
perature. A  common  "  nose-v^ash  "  is  sod.  bicarb.,  sod. 
chlor.,  sod.  bibor. ,  glycerin,  et  aqua.  If  these  salts  were 
all  equally  soluble  there  would  be  no  trouble.  As  a  rule 
the  bottle  is  brought  back  to  be  refilled,  and  shows  a 
fine  crop  of  crystals  at  the  bottom  of,  container.  It 
should  be  explaiiied  to  patients  that  the  wash  should 
form  a  clear  solution  before  they  proceed  to.  dilute  ac- 
cording to  the  directions,  "  Jss.  to  Jiv.  aq.  calid."  One 
man  told  me  he  nsed  up  the  crystals  by  pouring  in  some 
hot  water,  in  which  case  he  got  a  different  solution  from 
that  first  supplied.  Unless  the  above  and  similar  washes 
are  used  well  diluted  the  result  may  be  a  very  sore 
nrose.  It  is  clear  that  this  nose-wash  could  be  bettered. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  I  do  not  believe  it  to  be  of  an.y 
particular  use.  Polypi  appear  to  feed  upon  it.  A  much 
better  solution  is  "  Hydijogen  Peroxide  Berated,"  3j., 
to  .5ij,  or  Jiij.  aq.  calid.  Drops  of  various  formula* — 
mostly  imperfect — are  known  for  application  to  the  ears, 
and  it  would  be  easy,  and  certainly  good  policy,  if  the 
medical  fraternity  would  decide  on  some  really  "  fool- 
proof '■'  formulas.  Thus  ,  none  of  these  remedies  should 
"require  a  "  Shake  "  label.

Sir, — May  I,  through  j'ou,  thank  Mr.  Mills  for  his 
courtesy    in    answering  question?      He  deprecates 

detailed  accountancy,  and  so  I  am  loath -to  examine  the 
figures.  However,  he  cogently  pleads  for  the  adoption 
of  a,  code  word  in  pricing,  but  he  seems  to  rhiss  the  real 
reason  a  code  word,  can  never  be  used  :  'that  reason  is 
the  loose  way  pricing  prescriptions  is  done.  The  job 
is  not  a  good  paying  line  unless  you  get  plenty,  and 
guess-work  is  the  basis  of  pricing.  The  difference  between 
I\Ir.  Mills  and  the  impugned  pricing  is  one  of  per- 
centage. The  method  is  the  same,  and  it  contains  a 
fundamental  error  which  is  bound  to  militate  against  it; 
adoption.  No  accountant  in  any  costing  department 
would  admit  33^  or  §0  per  cent,  profit  on  wages  and 
overhead  charges.  It  is  wrong  in 'principle.  The  addi- 
tion of  this  percentage  should  be  to  materials  only,  since' 
other  costs  are  already  provided  for,  and  brings  the 
correct  price  to  2s.  3rf.  in  the  first  quotation  and  2s.  2<l. 
in  the  second,  in  round  figures.  Might  I  suggest  it  is 
more  important  to  get  the  right  method  of  charging,  since 
HO  prescription  can  have  a  rigid  price  at  all  shops  ? — not 
even  our  neo-trade  unionists  dream  of  accomplishing  this 
standardisation.  jNIoreover,  a  code-word  pricing  wou3d 
never,  be  adhered  to  unless  the  margin  was  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  second  chemist  in  his  charge.

Aerated  (20/12). — The  practice  of  aerated-water  manu- 
facturers is  to  use  for  commercial  soda  water  10  grains 
of  _  sodium  bicarbonate  per  pint.  If  required  for 
medicinal  use  the  soda  water  formerly  official  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  (30  grains  to  the  pint)  may  be  used, 
but  would  probably  be  returned  by  the  customer  as  being 
undrinkable. 

Que  reus  (24/12). — ^Chemists  and  the  ^Medical  Cur- 
riculum.— The  )5harmaceutical  Preliminary  examination 
is  accepted  by  the  English  Royal  Colleges  if,  it  is  also  one 
w^hich  is  recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Comicil  for 
registration  as  a  medical  student.  Applications  from 
pharmaceutical  chemists  for  exemption  from  some  of  the 
subjects  (botany  and  chemistry)  of  the  First  Professioual 
examination  are  considered  by  the  Colleges  if  evidence 
of  a  curriculum  is  also  given.  Each  case  is  considered  on 
its  merits.  The  general  question  of  medical  cjualifica- 
tions  and  how  to  obtain  them  is  dealt  with  fully  in  the 
Educational  Number  (August  21,  1920). 

liicame  (15/12)  asks  whether  in  making  out  the  return 
of  his  taxable  income  he  is  entitled  to  deduct  (1)  his 
subscription  paid  as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  ;  (2)  his  subscription  to  the  C.  cfc  D.  [We  are  afraid 
"Income  "  cannot  count  on  having  either  of  these  deduc- 
tions allowed  should  he  clain>  them.  A  payment  made 
to  an  association  w.hich  is  ot  the  nature  of  a  trade  union 
or  friendly  society  is  scmietimes  allowed  as  an  insurance 
premium,  but  this  only  applies  to  so  much  of  the  sub- 
scription to  the  association  as  is  allocated  to  the  purj^ose 
of  giving  death  or  euperannuation  benefits  to  the  sub- 
scriber. As  to  (2),  w©  regret  that  the  authorities  have 
not  yet  got  to  the  point  of  view  that  it  is  a  reasonable 
trading  expense.] 

Cohicehs  (23/12). — Obtaining  a  Wine-licence. — An 
applicant  for  a  new  licence  has  to  give  the  following 
notices  :  (1)  An.  advertisement  in  a  local  newspaper  of  his 
intention  to  apply.  This  is  to  be  inserted  on  some  day 
not  more  than  four  and  not  less  than  two  weeks  before 
the  date  of  the  licensing  meeting.  (2)  Within  twenty- 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  a  notice  of  the  intended 
application  has  to  be  put  up  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m. 
and  5  p.m.  on  two  consecutive  Sundays  on  the  door  of  the 
shop  and  also  on  the  door  of  the  parish  church.  (3)  At 
least  twenty-one  days  before  the  licensing  meeting  notice 
of  the  intention  to  apply  for  the  licence  has  to  be  given 
in  writing,  preferably  by  registered  letter,  to  (a)  one  of 
the  overseers  of  the  parish  in  which  the  premises  are 
situate,  (h)  the  superintendent  of  police  of  the  district, 
and  (c)  the  clerk  to  the  licensing  justice.  If  the  licence 
is  granted  it  has  afterwards  to  be  confirmed  at  Quarter 
Sessions. 

li.  M.  (13/12).  whose  business  consists  as  to  75  per 
cent,  of  patents  and  proprietaries,  about  90?.  per  annimi 
National  Health  Insm'ance  dispensing,  and  the  remainder 
the  usual  retail  of  drugs  and  small  lots,  has  a  difference  of 
opinion  with  the  income-tax  assessor  for  his  district  on  the 
question  of  stocktaking  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
profits  of  the  business  for  income-tax  purposes.  The 
assessor  says  that  as  stocks  have  incr.eased  in  value  double 
or  threefold  sinco  1917,  the  same  stock  should  now  be 
entered  at  twice  or  three  times  more  Sccoi-dingly. 
"  R.  M."  asks  if  this  is  coTrect.  [The  difference  in  the 
value  of  a  trader's  stock  at  the  beginning  and  at  the 
end  of  the  tax  year  has  to  be  brought  into  the  account  for 
the  purposes  of  finding  the  taxable  income ;  hut  the 
assessor  is  wrong  in  going  back,  beyond  April  6,  1919. 
Any  jncrease  counts  as  a  profit,  and  aaiy  decrease  counts 
as  a  loss.  This  applies  whether  the  difference  in  value  is 
due  to  the  bulk  of  the  stock  having  increased  or 
diminished,  or  because  the  prices  of  the  various  items 
have  gone  up  or  c'own.  The  question  of  whether  the 
value  of  the  stock  1:  ■  altered  is,  of  course,  one  of  fact 
to  be  settled  by  a  .&..illed  valuer  in  case  of  doubt.  If 
"  R.  M."  incurs  any  expense  in  connection  with  stock- 
taking, he  is  entitled  to  deduct-  this  on  his  return  as  a 
trade  expense.]

C.  P.  (27/12).— Destroying  Moles. — Although  it  is 
not  considered  good  husbandry  to  destroy  moles  ruth- 
lessly on  account  of  their  value  in  aerating  the  soil  and 
in  eating  large  quantities  of  insects,  yet  the  most  effective 
way  of  ridding  land  of  moles  is  to  fumigate'  the  runs 
with  'carbon  bisulphide.  Pledgets  of  cotton  wool  soaked 
with  carbon  bisulphide  are  placed  in  the  animals'  runs 
and  covered  up  with  soil.  The  vapour  travels  along  the 
burrows  and  destroys  any  animal  or  insect  life  with  which 
it  comes  in  contact.  If  it  is  desired  to  use  poison, 
strychnine  may  be  employed,  earthworms  being  soaked 
in  a  solution,  but  moles  prefer  live  food.  Trapping  with 
a  horsehair  noose  is  also  practised. 

G.  W.  B.  (23/11).— Chemist-Opticians.— The  education 
required  for  the  examinations  of  the  Spectacle  Makers'  or 
British  Optical  Association's  diplomas  is  the  best  equip- 
ment for  an  ophthalmic  optician.  It  needs,  however,  con- 
siderable practical  work  before  efiiciency  is  reached  in 
sight-testing  and  spectacle-fitting.  Information  regard- 
ing the  examinations  was  given  in  the  Educational 
Number  (August  21,  1920).
